Boy Scouts To Regulate Traffic 

Near School Houses Next Fall 

School Committee and Norumbega District Officials 
Plan Experiment 


When the schools of Newton open 
next September, scores of picked 
members of the Hoy Scouts of this 
city will begin their duties as trafllc 
ofllcers on the streets near school 
buildings to guard the pupils from the 
hazard of automobiles. In many cities 
throughout the country the Hoy 
Scouts have for some years been per- 
forming this work efliclently. Chief 
of Police Burke has not been favor- 
able to the use of boys as trafllc offi- 
cers, but he finally agreed to ailow 
their use as an experiment. The hoys 
will not stand in the middle of the 
streets as do the police traffic officers, 
but will remain by the edge of the 
sidewalks in front of, nnd near the 
school buildings. 

The School Committee at the meet- 
ing on June 25 voted to accept the re- 
port of the subcommittee which con- 
sidered this matter. The report was: — 

“Your committee hns conferred with 
executives in charge of Norumbega 
Council. Hoy Scouts of America, and 
with the Chief of Police of Newton, 
Bernard F. Burke, with respect to the 
subject matter of the above communi- 
cation. At the request of the special 
committee a joint recommendation 
dated June 20, 1928, has been received 
from Mr. L. A. Bruce, Jr., Scout Execu- 
tive, and Chief Burke, copy of which 
is attached to this report. 

Your special committee recom- 
mends: — 

1. That the use of Boy Scouts as 
an aid in directing the school chil- 
dren at the schools and locations

named in paragraph 1 of the joint 
recommendation be approved experi- 
mentally subject to the conditions and 
regulations set forth in the joint com- 
munication. 

2. Thnt no pupil of the school on 
trnfllc duty shall he delayed more than 
five minutes in joining his class at 
the opening of school or dismissed 
more than five minutes before each 
school session terminates. 

3. That the principal of each school 
affected he requested to report in writ- 
ing to the Supt. of Schools on or be- 
fore December 15, with respect to the 
success of tiffs experiment and definite 
recommendations as to its continuance 
with or without modification. The 
Supt. of Schools is also requested to 
secure at the same date a similar 
report from the Chief of Police in or- 
der that the matter can he reviewed 
at the December meeting of the School 
Committee. 

4. That the Supt. of Schools he di- 
rected to send copies of this order to 
his Honor, the Mayor, for transmis- 
sion to the Chief of Police, and L. A. 
Bruce, Jr., Scout Exectuive, and to 
ea*ch of the schools affected.” 

The report of Scout Executive L. 
A. Bruce, Jr., and Chief of Police 
Burke submitted to the members of 
the School Committee was as fol- 
lows: — 

1. We recommend that the Boy 
Scouts of Norumbega Council, as se- 
lected and trained according to plans 
hereinafter stated, be used as school 
Trafllc Police at the following points, 
on an experimental basis: 

Mason School, 1 at Willow street 
and 1 at Centro street. Bigelow 
School, 1 at Tremont and Park streets. 
Burr School, 1 at Commonwealth and

New National Bank 
Receives Its Charter 

Prominent Citizens to Enter Banking 
Business in Newton 


The Comptroller of the Currency at 
Washington has granted a charter for 
a national bank to be opened in Sep- 
tember at Newton Corner and to be 
known as the Newton National Bank. 

he bank will have a capital of $200,- 
000 and a paid in surplus of $100,000. 

The incorporators of the bank are 
Thomas Weston, attorney of Newton 
and Boston: George W. Sweet, presi- 
dent of tlie Studebaker Company of 
Poston and a resident of Newton; 
James K. Bancroft of the American 
Institute of Finance of Boston; George 
P. Hatch of the B. S. Hatch Coal Co., 
of Newton and Guy M. Winslow of 
Lasell Seminary of Newton. 

The application for a charter for a 
hank at Newton Centre to be known 
as the Central National Bank «f New- 
ton was not allowed, the opinion of 
the Comptroller being that conditions 
did not warrant additional banking 
facilities at Newton Centre. 

When the above bank becomes op- 
erative, Newton will have banking 
facilities provided by Newton Trust 
Compnny with six branches located 
throughout the Newtons, with capital, 
surplus nnd undivided profits of $2. 
074. S27 and deposits of $14,797,011 
and the First National Bnnk at West 
Newton with capital, surplus fcnd undi- 
vided profits of $230,170. Both of these 
institutions are owned and controlled 
hv interests identified with the Old 
Colony Trust Company of Boston 
whose capital, surplus and undivided 
profits amount to $31,260,110. 


ORDERLY “FOURTH” IN NEWTON

On Municipal Costs 

Show F\|»enses of S.’iH.O.'i Per Capita 
Ami Receipts of 382.H0 per Capita 


The Department of Commerce an- 
nounces a summary of the financial 
statistics of the city corporation of 
Newton, Mass., for the fiscal year end- 
ing Dec. 31. 1927. The per capita fig- 
ures for 1927 are based on an esti- 
mated population of 56,000. 

Expenditures 

The payments for operation and 
maintenance of the general depart- 
ments of Newton. Mass., amounted to 
$3,250,845, or $58.05 per capita In 
1926 the comparative per capita for 
operation and maintenance of general 
departments was $58.07. and for 1917. 
$33.21. Payments for the operation and 
maintenance of public service enter- 
prises in 1927 ( waterworks and cem- 
eteries) amounted to $172,518: inter 
est on debt. $300,649: and outlays for 
permanent improvements, including 
those for public service enterprises, 
$1,375,964. The total payments, there- 
fore, for operation and maintenance 
of general departments and public ser- 
vice enterprises, for interest, and out- 
lays. were $5,099,976. The totals in- 
clude all payments for the year, 
whether mad*- from current revenues 
or from the proceeds of bond issues. 

Revenues 

The total revenue receipts, were 
$4,638, 636. or $82.80 per capita. This 
was $912,654 more than the total pay- 
ments of the year, exclusive of the pay- 
ments for permanent improvements, 
hut $463,310 less than the total pay- 
ments including those for permanent 
improvements. These payments in 
excess of revenue receipts were met 
from the proceeds of debt obligations. 

Property taxes represented 76.5 per 
cent of the total revenue for 1927, 74.4 
per cent for 1926. and 58.5 per cent 
for 1917. The increase, in the amount 
of property taxes collected was 169.8 
per cent from 1917 to 1926. and 6.6 per 
cent from 1926 to 1927. The per cap- 
ita property taxes were $63.37 in 1927, 
$60.89 in 1926. and I27.7S in 1917. 

Earnings of public service enter- 
prises operated by the city represent- 
ed 6.2 per cent of the total revenue 
for 1927. 5.8 per cent for 1926, and 8.1 
per cent for 1917. 

Indebtedness 

Tlie total funded or fixed debt out- 
standing Dec. 31. 1927. was $5,575,500. 
Of this amount $4S9,000 was for pub- 
lic service enterprises. 

The net indebtedness (funded or 
fixed debt less sinking fund assets) 
was $4,634,246. or $S2.75 per capita. In 
1926 the per capita net debt was 
$75.72. and in 1917, $51.42. 

The increased per capita net debt 
noted for 1927 was principally due to 
bond issues for schools and water- 
works. 

Assessed Valuations and Tax Levies 

Tlie assessed valuation of property 
in Newton subject to ad valorem tax- 
es for city corporation was $140,071.- 
600. Tlie levy for all purposes was 
$3,837,962, of which $3,469,4S2, or 9". 4 
per cent, was levied for the city cor- 
poration: $186,840. or 4.9 per cent, for 
tlie State: and $1 SI. 640. or 4.7 per 
cent, for the county. The per capita 
tax levy for tlie city. State, and coun- 
ty was $6S.54 iti 1927. $67.69 in 1926. 
and $32.37 in 1917. 


Teachers’ Salaries Increased $100 

Making Maximum Of $2000 

School Committee Takes Action on Primary and Grade 
Teachers After Long Consideration 


CAPSIZED ON RIVER 


Patrick Watts and Annie Maloney 
of Roxbury were thrown into the 
Charles River near Norumbega Wed- 
nesday afternoon when the canoe in 
which they were paddling collided with 
a launch. Sargent Watts. 17. of Alls- 
ton leaped in to tlie water from his 
canoe and rescued tlie woman. Watts 
reached shore unaided. A police 
launch took the drenched pair to the 
Metropolitan Police station where 
their clothes were dried. 


At its last meeting the Newton 
School Committee voted to increase 
by $100 the salaries of .84 teachers in 
the primary and grammar grades of 
the Newton schools. For several 
years there has been a difference of 
opinion between the School Commit- 
tees and Boards of Aldermen of New- 
ton over the matter of increasing the 
salaries of Newton school teachers so 
.that a maximum salary of $2000 will 
I be given to teachers in those grades 
i below the junior high and high schools. 

, Some years ago the then School Com- 
j mittee of Newton decided that the 
! grade teachers of this city’s public 
I schools should receive a maximum 
salary of $2000 and the teachers were 
so informed. Two years ago the Board 
of Aldermen made an appropriation to 
raise the maximum salaries of grade 
teachers from $1800 to $1900. Last 
year when the School Committee 
asked the Aldermen to make an ap- 
priation to raise the maximum from 
$1900 to the $2000 limit which it was 
contended the teachers had been as- 
sured they would receive, the Aider- 
men refused to do so. The refusal 
was based on the fact that Newton’s 
teachers rank second or third among 
those of the entire state in the matter 
of salaries, and on the fact that the 
necessity for increased school appro- 
priations in this city has made it 
necessary to cut down appropriations 
for the other city departments and 
thus prevent the accomplishments of 
many needed improvements in streets, 
drains, playgrounds and other muni- 
cipal activities. 

Again this year the School Commit- 
tee asked that the appropriation be 
made so that the teachers would re- 
ceive the $2000 maximum. Again the 
Aldermen refused but not until after 
the City Solicitor, in answer to an 
inquiry, had ruled that the School Com- 
mittee was within its rights in in- 
sisting on the increase, and that the 
Board of Aldermen must provide mon- 
ey for such increases as the School 
rommittee sees fit to favor. The re- 
fusal of the Aldermen this year was 
not received with complacency by the 
School Committee, so the action of 
this body in overriding the will of 
the Aldermen came as no surprise. 

At the last meeting of the School 
Committee. Supt. of Schools Wheeler 
stated that, barring unforeseen expen- 
ditures. there will be enough money 
available in the appropriation made 
for school purposes to provide for the 
increases in salaries. School Com- 
mitteeman Tracy told his colleagues 
that the chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Aldermen. Alderman 
Collins, had informed him that al- 
though the Board of Aldermen did not 
agree with the School Committee in 
the matter of the further increase in 
salaries to the grade teachers, the 
Finance Committee will recommend an 
appropriation to care for the increases. 
Mr. Tracy further informed the mem- 
bers of the School Committee that al- 
though the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen, will, if necessary, recom- 
mend the appropriation of $3466.66 re- 
quired to give the grade teachers the 
$2006 salaries, the Finance Commit- 
tee believes the School Committee is 
using poor judgment in insisting on 
the advance being granted. 

Grosvenor Calkins, member of the 
School Committee from Ward 7. voted 
in opposition to the increase being 
given. He argued that the School 
Committee should not vote for salar- 
ies which may cause the expenditures 
of the School Department to exceed 
the amount appropriated by the Board 
of Aldermen, and he warned the other 
members of the School Committee that 
even though the Finance Committee 
of the aldermen may recommend an 
appropriation to care for the in- 


creased salaries, the Board of Aider- 
men may refuse to vote for the appro- 
priation and an embarassing situation 
may result. 

One argument offered in the Board 
of Aldermen against granting the $2000 
maximum for the teachers in the lower 
grades was — that proportionate In- 
creases will have to be given to teach- 
ers in the junior and senior high 
, schools with the result that eventually 
jjjo.noo will he added to the cost of 
running the Newton public schools, it 
, was further argued in the Aldermanic 
meeting at the time this matter was 
i b<dng debated that many of the teach- 
ers who were supposed to have been 
I included In the $2000 maximum class. 

| are already receiving more than this 
, amount because they now are includ- 
ed in those teaching in Junior high 
schools It was also alleged in the 
Board of Aldermen that teachers in 
the Brookline and Newton schools had 
b^en bringing pressure to bear on the 
Selectmen and Aldermen of these two 
municipalities by contending in each 
of th^se two places that the teachers 
in the other place had been, or would 
be. granted the increase. 


SPECIAL MEETING OF ALDERMEN 


It is probable that a special meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen may be 
called next Monday night to take ac- 
tion on som® school matters. The 
School Committee proposes to remodel 
the Oak Hill School so that it will 
meet modern sanitary requirements. 
This school has been considered un- 
fit for use and it had been planned 
to tear it down. It is now thought 
that by spending about $5000 on the 
old building it can be made suitable 
for use. A portable school building 
now at the Pierce School will be 
moved to the Horace Mann School 
at Newtonville. to relieve congestion 
at this district. Another school mat- 
ter to be considered is the recom- 
mendation from the School rommittee 
that an architect be engaged to draw 
plans for an addition to the Day junior 
high school. The aldermen have spent 
numerous evenings the past few 
months attending committee meetings 
as well as regular meetings and of 
course they will be quite pleased to 
come up from their summer homes to 
attend this extra meeting 


NEWTON DOG RUNS AMUCK 


A collie dog owned by Louise De- 
laney of Jackson road. Newton, was 
seized with rabies on Tuesday and 
ran to Waverley Oaks where it bit 
other dogs. The animal was pursued 
by Motorcycle Officer Dwyer of the 
Waltham police and was cornered in 
the hallway of a building on Main 
street. Inspector of Animals Sibley 
was called and stated that the dog 
was suffering from rabies. The ani- 
mal was then shot by the policeman. 
Two other dogs afflicted with rabies 
were killed in Waltham last month.

Frank Spain. Newton high star 
shortstop was the fielding luminary 
in the opening game for Chatham* 
Harwich in the Cape Cod league on 
Monday against Wareham. Garrett, 
the Wareham pitcher allowed but 
three hits while his mates collected 
six safeties to shut out the home team. 
4 to 0. Spain who batted second in 
the Chatham-Harwich lineup, failed 
to hit safely in his two official times 
at bat but got on once and stole sec- 
ond. In the field the former Newton 
high athlete accepted six chances with- 
out an error and started one double 
play. Many of the players in the 
Cape league are college players and 
the Waban lad is traveling in fast com- 
pany. He has the ability to stick and 
his many local friends are watching 
his game with interest. 

Wednesday the Chatham-Harwich 
team took two games from Orleans, 
one in the morning and the other in 
the afternoon. Both contests were 
one-sided with the Chatham team win- 
ning 17 to 9 and 11 to 4. Chatham had 
a regular field day at bat and Spain 
chalked up six of the total of 28 runs 
Chatham scored. 

The local youth moved up in the 
hatting order to the position of lead- 
off man. where he batted in the high 
school line-up for most of his career 
there. As a lead-off man Spain has 
no peer among players of his class. 
In the morning came of the holiday 
Spain was credited with but one of- 
ficial time at bat and on this occasion 
hammered out a triple. On two other 
occasions he was hit by pitched balls. 
He was credited with two stolen bases 
and crossed the plate three times. In 
the field he was about as busy making 
four putouts and three assists without 
an error. 

In the afternoon affair his batting 
average suffered a little as he was at 
bat four times and failed to hit safe- 
ly. He scored as many runs in the 
afternoon as he did in the morning 
however after getting to first on three 
occasions by fielder’s choices. Three 
assists were the only chances he had 
in the field. 


William “Crungy” Cronin, former 
Newton high star catcher, joined the 
roster of the Boston Nntional league 
baseball team, the Braves, on the hol- 
iday afternoon. In the sixth inning of 
the first game of the double-header 
the local lad relieved the veteran, 
“Zach” Taylor, who has been in there 
every day and deserves a rest. Cronin 
finished the game and on his first time 
at bat singled. On his next appear- 
ance he slammed the ball into the cen- 
treflelder’s hands. Manager Hornsby 
had Cronin behind the bat in the sec- 
ond game which was postponed after 
the Phillies had scored two runs in 
the first inning by the wind and thun- 
derstorm. 

Cronin made an impressive appear- 
ance in the catcher’s box. When the 
West Newton lad was behind the bat 
for Newton High he was noted for his 
enthusiasm and display of pep. Ap- 
parently he has not l«st any of these 
qualities, which went over big with 
the Boston fans who thus far this sea- 
son have but occasionally seen pep 
displayed by the Braves. 

Cronin has been the property of 
the Braves for several years and for 
the past two seasons has caught for 
Providence of the Eastern league, the 
Braves “farm.” He was taken South 
with the Hub squad last spring along 
with a number of other “Rookies” 
among whom was a catcher named 
Williams, obtained in the draft. As 
the Braves management could keep 
Williams until the 20th of May under 
the draft law before putting him per- 
manently on the roster or releasing 
him under option to a minor aggrega- 
tion Cronin was sent back to Provi- 
dence at the start of the season.

Royalty Had Eye to 

Saving the “Bawbees” 

The collection of books made by 
the lute King Leopold I of Belgium Is 
extremely valuable. A French writer 
tells of how Leopold, hearing that ii 
particular book he desired was in the 
possession of a small dealer In a poor 
quarter of Paris, set out to obtain It 
at the lowest price possible, for Leo- 
pold counted with care every pennv 
he spent on Ids hobby and part of the 
pleasure It afforded him, according to 
a writer in the New York Herald- 
Tribune. was the getting of a valu- 
able volume at a low figure. This par 
ticulnr book was a French transla- 
tion made in the Sixteenth century o! 
a Latin work by a writer named 
Cretneus. written about 200 A. D. 

When Leopold arrived in Pat is he 
clad himself in the attire of .. man of 
the working class, called on the deal- 
er and bought the book for a few 
francs. But coming back to the hotel 
where he was staying the king was 
robbed of Ids purchase. Some years 
later, when in Vienna, he saw the 
book on a dealer’s shelf. The pi ice 
asked for it was $150 and after much 
bargaining Leopold paid the money. 

It does not appear clear why he 
should have been so eager to obtain 
this particular volume, for from time 
to time he obtained far more valuable 
and Interesting ones. 


More Ways Than One 

to Take Nourishment 

When a person is suffering from a 
throat or mouth wound, or some 
trouble that prevents him from eating, 
it may be possible, in the future, to 
feed him through the skin. 

That adequate nourishment can be 
obtained in this manner has been 
proved after a year’s experiments by 
an Austrian doctor. At present arti- 
ficial feeding is practiced in two ways: 
injections into the blood and injec- 
tions into the digestive tract. As food 
thus given is not completely absorbed 
neither method is satisfactory. 

This new discovery is, therefore, of 
great importance. The digestive or- 
gans can be rested for long periods 
while the patient keeps up his 
strength and body heat by the nour- 
ishment absorbed through the skin. 
A mixture of fat, protein, sugar, and 
the necessary vitamines in a concen- 
trated form will constitute the oint- 
ment with which the patient will be 
massaged. 


Brain Weight Unimportant 

Whether a person’s brain becomes 
larger after intellectual development 
Is still a disputed question. Smith Ely 
Jeliffe, an authority on the subject, 
says: “Weight of brain, however, 
has no direct relationship with intel- 
ligence, as idiots’ brains are known to 
have weighed just ns much as those 
of the ablest men. Intellectual ca- 
pacity consists in the great multi- 
plicity of nerve cell connections. 
While it is true that a number of cele- 
brated men of recognized brain power 
have had larger brains, there are 
many more of equal capacity whose 
brain weights have not been remark- 
able.” 


Use for Spiders’ Threads 

Miss F. Watts of Tatsfield, England, 
keeps n colony of spiders. As they 
spin their fine silky threads for her 
she winds these upon cards for use in 
the scientific instruments manufac- 
tured by her brothers. Although the 
scratch of a diamond is thick by com 
parison with the tenuous threads she 
handles, some iff these, such as those 
intended for fixing the center of 
range-finders and microscopes, must 
be split four times. This task Is car- 
ried out under a high-power micro 
scope and requires rare steadiness ot 
hand.

proved by the Chief of Police and the 
Boy Scout Council Headquarters: 

c — That, while on traffic duty, 
Scouts shall wear the Scout uniform, 
the approved badge and white, crossed 
shoulder straps: 

d — Duty schedule bo worked out by 
the Principals of the schools con- 
cerned, the Council Headquarters and 
the Police Department co operating as 
requested; 

e — That Scouts assigned to this 
work in each School be under a Lieu- 
tenant. or Captain, and that a Chief 
he selected from among the Scouts by 
them, to head the Division. 

5. If the Plan works satisfactorily 
at these experimental points, we then 
recommend that it he expanded as ap- 
proved by the School Committee and 
the Police Department, with the co- 
operation of the Boy Scout Council. 

As a result of the acceptance of the 
offer of the Boy Scouts to assist in 
traffic work at schools Chief Burke 
may not have to ask for more police 
officers for such duty in his budget rec- 
ommendations next year — and a num- 
ber of policemen who have to do traf- 
fic duty daytimes near school build- 
ings after having worked on the night 
shifts may he relieved from the added 
burden on their time and energy.

Fireworks In the Newtons are sold 
almost entirely by persons who hire 
vacant stores for a couple of weeks— 
or who build small shacks for this pur- 
pose. Permits for the sale of fire- 
works are Issued by the Chief of the 
Fire Department. In the opinion of 
m any — the sale of fireworks should he 
limited to not more than three days 
preceding the 4th of July There Is 
no good reason why Invalids— or per- 
sons not invalids, should have to en- 
dure the noise of cannon crackers, tor- 
pedos and other racket making con- 
traptions for 10 days (and nights) pre- 
ceeding July 4. Chief Randlett will 
earn the approval of many If he places 
further restrictions on the sale of fire- 
works — and nolseworks. 


Newton Corner’s nlghthawk is again 
very much on his Job this summer. 
This is the second season this bird 
has been performing the very com- 
mendable task of assisting in ridding 
Newton Corner of insect pests. Ev- 
ery night his raucous call may be 
heard above Nonantum Square and 
from the number of persons who look 
upwards with a puzzled expression— 
there are many who have not heard 
or seen night hawks. The other day, 
to our surprise, this bird was flying 
over Centre street at noon, under a 
blazing sun. We remarked to Attor- 
ney “Jim” Gallagher, with whom we 
were talking. “It is strange to see the 
night hawk flying around at midday.” 
Mr. Gallagher replied. "Perhaps he 
lias become confused because of day- 
light savings time.” 

We hope that ex-Mayor Henry E. 
Bothfeld enjoyed a reasonably quiet 
Fourth” at his farm in Sherborn, or 
wherever he spent the holiday. Years 
ago a mob of indignant youths, some 
of whom are now dignified middle- 
aged residents of Newton, marched up 
from Newton Corner to Mr. Bothfeld’s 
home on Hunnewell Hill to vent their 
indignation against him because of his 
activity in stopping lawless acts in 
this city on the "night before the 
Fourth of July.” Misdirected energy 
on the part of some youths in Newton 
caused them to confuse hoodlumism 
with patriotism with the result that 
many overt acts were committed 
against private property and public 
safety. Hen-coops, sheds and hay- 
stacks were burned, street signs, fence 
gates and outhouses were stolen and 
removed to other locations, false 
alarms of fire were pulled by the 
wholesale, dynamite was stolen and 
exploded. To curb the growing ten- 
dency towards lawlessness on the 
night before the 4th,” Mayor Both- 
feld issued an order forbidding the 
discharging of firearms, firecrackers 
and other noise making devices until 
1 a. m.4111 the morning of July 4. This 
order, lie believed, would keep young 
men and hoys off the streets and out 
of mischief during the hours when 
darkness covered up acts of danger- 
ous rowdyism. Results proved that 
Mr. Bothfold was correct, but. for a 
year or two after he issued the re- 
straining order, he was a very un- 
popular man among the Newton hoys 
f that time.

the insult and assault on the gentle 
rnnn with the whiskers, because of the 
advantage of youth, mnnnged to escape 
from the wrathful chase of the offend- 
ed person. 

Do yon patronize "chlrotonsors?” 
Almost all males and many females 
do. If you don’t know what a chiro 
tonsor is, walk down Centre avenue. 
If you don’t know where Centre ave- 
nue is, perhaps you know where Cen- 
tre place was. It ran from Centre 
street opposite Vernon court to Wash- 
ington street nearly opposite Chan- 
nlng street. Recently business men 
on Centre place concluded that this 
Increasingly busy little street should 
have a more dignified name. Accord- 
ingly it was re-named Centre avenue. 
Inspired, perhaps, by the new name 
given to the street, Harry Tompkins, 
who formerly conducted a barber shop 
in the Eliot Block at 390 Centre street, 
hut who moved to Centre avenue when 
the Eliot Block was about to be torn 
down, has applied to his shop the 
title now commonly in use in the 
western States by tonsorial estab- 
lishments. Mr. Tompkins has had a 
sign painted on the window of his 
shop which reads "Chlrotonsors.” It , 
is the trend of the day to dignify oc- 
cupations and professions.

Real estate men have become “real- 
tors,” undertakers have become "mor- 
ticians," gardeners have evolved into * 
landscape artists,” plumbers have be- 
come "sanitary engineers,” and the 
Master Barber Association of America 
has decided that henceforth the old 
medieval name “barber” will be re- ’ 
placed by the title “Chirotonsor.” 

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


One of the regular events of the 
“4th” in the days of yore was the 
"parade of the horribles” early on the 
morning of that holiday. Young men. 
and older men, who thought they had 
become young again, under the influ- 
ence of a liquid now supposed to he ; 
obtained only with a physician’s pre- 
scription for medicinal purposes, 
would array themselves in outlandish 
costumes, many of which were pur- 
loined from the wardrobes of their 
mothers, sisters and other female rel- 
atives. Those of the paraders who 
did not •march afoot, would ride the 
most ancient and decrepit nags ob- 
tainable, or else drive behind sorry 
looking steeds in buggies, carryalls 
or coaches that were quite dilapidated. 


In June the hospital admitted 382 
patients and discharged 382, a larger 
number admitted than in any month 
since June, 1927. Because the num- 
ber discharged equals the number ad 
mitted the daily average of 122.77 
does not give a true picture of the 
busy life at the hospital during the 
last thirty days.

On June 30. Dr. Herman Norton 
completed his interneship at the New- 
ton Hospital. The two internes for 
the year 192S-29 are Dr. Virgil J. Cas- 
ten and Dr. Harold F. Brown, both 
192S graduates of the Harvard Medi- 
cal School. 

July first Dr. Henry F. Keever of 
Auhurndale with Dr. G. F. Bowers of 
Newton Highlands as associate physi- 
cian took charge of the medical ser- 
vice. Dr. Eastman of Auhurndale also 
has a service. Tho surgical service 
Is in charge of Dr. Edward Leonard of 
Newton Centre with Dr. Xatham 
Brackett as assistant. 

Several accidents were admitted to 
the hospital on the fourth of July as 
the result of fire cracker explosions 
and one a "friendly” contact with a 
big milk can.

Partly 
from contributions from the call fire- 
men. ujjd party from donations, an en- 
joyable time would he had by all, and 
sufficient inspiration would be pro- 
vided to cause the firemen to respond 
zealously to the many alarms (most- 
ly false) which would come in during 
the early hours of the holiday. The 
horses pulling the fire apparatus were 
the martyrs of the hectic activity of 
the "4th.” They were run to a state 
of complete exhaustion.

••Would the Prink Habit Help Me to 
Become a Good Teacher ’ 

For unnumbered years, 
have been confronted by 
problem —that of discovering the ac- 
tual effects of the habitual use of al- 
cohol upon the individual, the com- 
munity and the race. In the light of 
what Science has revealed as reported 
bv Pr Henry Smith Williams who has 
recently published his views upon the 
subject, we are bound to believe that 
alcohol is a positive menace to hu- 
manity. , . . 

To make good in any profession, be 
it physical, intellectual or artistic, an 
unimpaired mind and excellent health 
coupled with a strong determination 
to attain the goal— success in ones 
chosen field, are required. The great 
competition in the industry of the 
present day enables only those in po- 
ssession of such essential characteris- 
tics to forge ahead and ultimately at- 
tain success. 

Unimpaired physical health, a full 
command of the higher senses, self 
control, accuracy and efficiency ctiar- 
acterize the successful teacher. 

Particularly in the teaching profes- 
sion. health is one of the factors which 
is necessary for success. Habitual use 
of alcohol not only seriously affects 
the vital organs of the body, but un- 
dermines the general health. It is a 
well established fact that you are dis- 
tinctly lessening your chances of main- 
taining your health and of living to an 
old age bv the use of alcoholic bever- 
ages. Resistance to communicable dis- 
ease is also lowered by such a habit. 

Every teacher needs a keen, culti- 
vated brain and quick wits. These, 
with her training, are the tools of the 
trade and must always be at her com- 
mond. A good workman is always 
proud of such tools and keeps them in 
excellent condition. According to 
good authority, nearly a quarter of a 
million persons have become mental- 
ly unbalanced through continual use 
of alcohol. How many more then have 
had their usefulness lessened and their 
mental equipment dulled who cannot 
be classed among the mentally un- 
fit? Surely, then, habitual drinking 
has no place in the life of a person 
whose profession requires mental ac- 
tivity as does that of a teacher. 

Surrender to any habit inevitabl> 
means loss of self control. Alcohol is 
everywhere recognized as among the 
habit forming drugs and the expres- 
sion. ‘‘habitual drunkeness.” places it 
among the pernicious habits which in- 
dicate loss of self control. 

\ccuracy and efficiency are qualities 
necessary to success in any direction. 
The brain dulled by alcohol cannot be 
accurate or efficient. It is tempor- 
arily at least out of gear and not un- 
der control. Rest and sleep may for 
a long period restore its efficiency but 
the continued use of the drug will un- 
doubtedly have a permanent effect. 
From the moral standpoint, a teacher 
should stand before her pupils as an 
example of what is best in life. There- 
fore a habit which leads downward 
and not upward should have no place 
in her life.

The School Committee at its last 
meeting voted to request the Mayor to 
ask for an appropriation for architect’s 
plans for an addition to the Frank A. 
Dav junior high school at Newton- 
viile. 

The School Committee voted to re- 
tire Janitor Frank Sampson at a pen- 
sion of $500 yearly. Sampson, who is 
70 years of age. has served as janitor 
for 35 years. Committeeman Calkins, 
while sympathizing with Mr. Samp- 
son. did not vote on the matter. Mr. 
Calkins contended that inasmuch as 
this was the first case of the kind to 
come before the committee, the mat- 
ter should be investigated to deter- 
mine whether, or not, the new con- 
tributory pension act recently accept- 
ed by the city should govern such a 
case. 

As a sequence to the recommenda- 
tion made by Mayor Childs in his in- 
augural address last January that the 
Buildings Commissioner have charge 
of engineers and janitors of school 
buildings, the School Committee at 
its last meeting voted to create the 
position of Supervising Engineer of 
School Buildings. This official will 
supervise the employees who care for 
the heating and ventilating systems 
in Newton’s schools. After the Mayor 
made his recommendation protests 
arose from the school janitors and citi- 
zens as to its feasibility or practic- 
ability. The action of the School 
Committee is a compromise. The re- 
port of the sub-committee of the 
School Committee which investigated 
this matter is: —

a properly qualified engineer to assume 
direct responsibility for the mainten- 
ance and operation of the heating and 
ventilation systems in all buildings 
under the jurisdiction of the School 
Committee. It has conferred with the 
Public Buildings Commissioner, the 
Secretary to the School Committee and 
others, and recommends as follows- 

1. The appointment of a qualified 
engineer to direct and supervise the 
maintenance and operation of the heat- 
ing and ventilating apparatus in all 
school buildings. The engineers, fire- 
men and janitors operating the heat- 
ing and ventilating systems of all 
school buildings shall be under the 
immediate direction and supervision 
of this official. He shall be subject to 
the direction of the Superintendent of 
Schools and of the Secretary to the 
School Department. Requests and rec- 
ommendations for repairs or the alter- 
aton or enlargement of heating and 
ventilating plants in any school build- 
ings should be presented by the en- 
gineer to the School Department and. 
subject to the approval of the School 
Department, transmitted to the Pub- 
lic Buildings Commissioner. The 
School Department may appoint and 
designate the duties of an assistant 
to the engineer. The salary of the 
engineer shall be determined by the 
School Committee. 

2. If the foregoing recommendation 
of your Sub-Committee is approved by 
the School Committee, your Sub-Com- 
mittee recommends that further ac- 
tion be deferred until the next meet- 
ing of the School Committee in order 
to give the department time to recom- 
mend a candidate for appointment to 
this office and determine the amount 
of the additional appropriation which 
may be required to meet his salary.’’ 

The School Committee at its meet- 
ing last week voted to accept the re- 
port of the subcommittee on School 
Buildings and Playgrounds relative to 
the acquiring of additional land adja- 
cent to the Emerson School at New- 
ton Upper Falls A petition had boon 
received from residents of Upper Falls 
asking that the Keyes estate adjoin- 
ing the yard of the Emerson street he 
taken for playground purposes. The 
school children have had to play on 
Pettee street because of lack of better 
facilities. The report of the sub-com- 
mittee was: — 

"Your committee appointed to con- 
sider the above petition has held two 
public hearings and has carefully 
viewed the premises preliminary to 
making this report. 

1 Your committee believes that ad- 
ditional land adjacent to the Emerson 
School at Newton Upper Falls is de- 
sirable for use as a school playground 

2. There are two parcels of land 
adjacent to the School suitable for this 
purpose: 

A The land now owned by the City 
of Newton on Pettee street between 
Emerson School and the Fire Station, 
provided the old Wade School build- 
iug now located on tills site is re- 
moved 

B. Part of the land referred to in 
the petition. If this land is taken the 
committee recommends tiiat the rear 
half of the lot extending approximat- 
ely 150 feet from the boundary line 


j between the land in question and the 
City property will be sufficient for 
this purpose. This land has an estim- 
! ated area of approximately 30.000 feet. 

I 3. While disclaiming on behalf of 
! the School Committee any responsibil- 
ity in the premises your sub-commit* 
[ tee desires to report that the old Wade 
School building is now used exclusive- 
ly as an auditorium for moving picture 
performances presented several after* 
I noons and evenings each week, as the 
committee is informed, attended by 
I many pupils of the Emerson School. 

1 it is the unanimous opinion of your 
sub-committee that the attendance of 
children of school age at this place 
of amusement is not in the best inter- 
ests of the health and safety of said 
children inasmuch as there seems to 
be no adequate sanitary arrangements. 

■ the ventilation appears to be wholly 
insufficient and that the building would 
j seem to constitute a fire hazard.’’ 

Residents of the Upper Falls are 
anxious to retain the old Wade 
School, abandoned years ago as un- 
suitable for school purposes because 
the Newton Upper Falls Improvement 
I Association had some years derived 
revenue through the use of the old 
j school building for "movie" purposes. 
The Improvement Association leased 
the building from the city and sub- 
I leased it to a man who ran moving 
picture entertainments there. The rev- 
! enue thus received by the Improve- 
ment Association was used for civic 
purposes at Upper Falls.

New Pension System 
Now In Operation 

A. Stuart l*r»tt and Charles A. 
Mahoney on Retirement Board 


At the special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night the 
names of A. Stuart Pratt and Charles 
A. Mahoney were submitted by Mayor 
Childs as members of the retirement 
hoard which will have charge of the 
new retirement system recently adopt- 
ed by the city for its employees.

Charles A. Mahoney, appointed for 
the one-year term on the Retirement 
Board, is district foreman of the 
Street Department for the South Side 
of the city. He will represent the city 
employees on the Board. According 
to the provisions of the pension act, 
one of the three members of the Board 
must be an employee of the city. It 
was originally intended that this mem- 
ber would be elected by the employ- 
ees participating in the pension sys- 
tem, but the Board of Aldermen voted 
that the employees representative on 
the Retirement Board should be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor rather than 
elected by the employees. 

It was voted by the Aldermen that 
City Treasurer Newhall, who will have 
custody of the funds for the retire- 
ment pension system, shall he bonded 
for $15,000. The three members of 
the Retirement Board will each be 
bonded for $5000.

Hopes For Stadium 
Are Much Brighter 

City Appropriates $512,000 For 
Grading Chitlin Field 

As a result of a recent appropria- 
tion of $32,000 by the board of aider- 
men followers of Newton high school 
sports are again hopeful that athletic 
facilities in the shape of a new sta- 
dium, and new football and baseball 
fields will be on a par with the ex- 
cellent educational equipment before 
many years. The appropriation will 
extend the grading of Claflin field on 
which about $25,000 was spent last 
year. The contract for the work was 
awarded to the John MacDonald Con- 
struction Company which is now go- 
ing ahead with the work. 

Under the present contract it is first 
planned to finish the grading of the 
section started last year. It will be 
seeded over as soon as possible so 
that by next Spring it should be in 
shape for use by the baseball squad. 
The portable steel stands purchased 
last year for use inside the gym- 
nasium will be used at the baseball 
games. The appropriation will also 
cover the cost of removing the hill 
south of the Technical School build- 
ing, grading and seeding this entire 
section. In short when the work under 
the present contract is completed 
only undeveloped section will he that 
where it is proposed to locate the 
stadium. 

Nothing will probably be done in re- 
gard to the erection of a new stadium 
until next year. The past winter a 
bill was introduced before the State 
Legislature to permit cities and towns 
to charge admission to athletic con- 
tests on public fields. The committee 
which had It under consideration rec- 
ommended that it be referred to next 
year’s General Court. Thus the plans 
for the erection of a stadium had to 
be postponed as this question w f as 
closely connected with them. But a 
big step towards its final erection has 
been taken through the continuance 
of the grading works and it seems 
more than likely that before many 
years have passed it will be a reality. 

At the special meeting of the al- 
dermen on Monday night an appro- 
priation of $600 was made to provide 
for the replacement of the portable 
stands to accommodate spectators at 
the fQotball stands. These stands en 
eroarfii upon the present baseball field 
and had to be taken down last spring 
'but with the expectation that the new 
baseball field will be ready for use 
in 1929 it is hoped that the stuiuls will 
not be removed again until the sta- 
dium is completed. Work on the re- 
construction of these stands is now 
going on so that in September there 
will be sufficient seats for spectators 
at the opening game on September 
29th with Belmont High. This past 
spring there was some misunderstand- 
ing regarding tire removal of the 
stands and the first baseball game 
had to he transferred to the oppo- 
nents’ field. This fall there will be 
no repetition of the instance with the 
erection of the stands now going on.

Newtonville Schools 
Are Much Congested 

Portable Building to be Located 
Near the Horace Man Building 


In compliance with requests made 
by the School Committee, the Aider- 
men on Monday night voted to appro- 
priate $2500 for repairs and altera- 
tions on the old Claflin School at 
Newtonvflle, and $1800 for the re- 
moval of a portable school building at 
the Peirce School, West Newton, to 
the Horace Mann School at Newton- 
ville. So crowded has the latter school 
become with pupils because of the 
large number of new' dwellings in the 
district it serves, that unless imme- 
diate relief is afforded, a number of 
pupils could not be given accommo- 
dations next September. Recently the 
aldermen voted to take land on 
Nevada street, Newtonville, for a new 
school site and the school which will 
be erected on this site within a few 
years will afford relief to the conges- 
tion in the Horace Mann School and 
will also take some of the territory 
now cared for by the Stearns School. 

Inasmuch as the reports of the 
Buildings Department show that 
more new buildings have been erected 
in other parts of Newton than in Ward 
2 during the past several years, the 
fact that the greatest congestion in 
schools exists in Newtonville would 
seem to indicate that there has been 
no race suicide in that section of the

School At Oak Hill 

To Be Continued 

Aldermen Authorize *4000 For 
Much Needed Improvements 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night, called 
for the purpose of making appropria- 
tions to provide for work on school 
buildings, it was voted to appropriate 
$4000 to make repairs and improve- 
ments on the school at Oak Hill. This 
school is a wooden structure, erected 
in 1864, and for a number of years it 
has been used for only the lower pri- 
mary grades and attended by but a 
small number of pupils. Most of the 
children from the Oak Hill district 
have gone to the schools at Newton 
Centre, having been carried by barge 
in former years and by bus in recent 
years. There has been constant agi- 
tation for better school accommoda- 
tions at Oak Hill and th£ School Com- 
mittees have had a number of delega- 
tions of Oak Hill residents coming to 
the meetings demanding action on 
this matter. 

Various solutions of the Oak Hill 
school problem have been considered. 
It has been agitated that a new school 
be built in that district but because 
Oak Hill is sparsely settled it is rath- 
er difficult at the present time to de- 
termine just where a new school can 
be placed to best advantage in that 
part of the city. The question of plac- 
ing a portable school building at Oak

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EDITORIAL

As we view it, the leading issues of 
the coming campaign for president 
will be prohibition. Tammany. Catho- 
licism. the oil scandals and the per- 
sonalities of the two leading candi- 
dates. We believe thnt prohibition 
will be the principal subject of debate 
with many Republicans voting wet and 
thousands of Democratic women vot- 
ing dry. What at first strikes one as 
a peculiar slant on the question, but 
which after reflection does not seem 
so strange, is the current opinion of 
the average voter that if Smith is 
elected all the present trials and trou- 
bles of prohibition and law enforce- 
ment will he ironed out and that as 
President Mr. Smith will repeal both 
the ISth amendment and the Volstead 
law. That such is not the case is 
plain to everyone cognizant of the real 
situation. As President Mr. Smith, 
might be able through appointments 
of district attorneys, judges and court 
officers, to partially nullify or impede 
the operation of the Volstead law. hut 
Congress alone can repeal or modify 
the Volstead law or take steps to re- 
peal the ISth amendment and with 
Congress 80% dry, such action appears 
out of the question. We fail, there- 
fore. to see why any Republican 
should vote for Mr. Smith on these 
grounds. The only effective way for 
wet Republicans to vote is to defeat 
Republican candidates for Congress. 

In matters affecting the future 
growth of the city, it is false economy 
to save a few thousand dollars here 
and there hv taking a narrow and 
prejudiced view of present day condi- 
tions. We believe it was false econ- 
omy to locate the John Ward school 
in such an out of the way part of the 
district. It is false economy to take 
land in Newtonville for a new school, 
and purposely allow two houses to 
cut into the approach to the front of 
the proposed new building. It was 
false economy not to adequately widen 
St. James street in the Newton Cor- 
ner district. As a general rule it 
might be said that on street widen- 
ings and the location of public build- 
ings. every effort should be made to 
provide for ample accommodations for 
those who come after us. 

We are glad to endorse the can- 
didacy of Mr. Frank L. Nagle of this 
city for the Republican nomination for 
councillor in this district. The present 
councillor is a woman, appointed to 
that office by the Governor following 
the death of Councillor Charles S. 
Smith. The duties of the council con- 
sist of an oversight of the finances 
of the State, confirmation of guber- 
natorial appointments and to advise 
the Governor on matters of pardon. 
With such a program the council is 
no place for a woman and Mr. Nagle’s 
candidacy, therefore, should appeal to 
everyone interested in an efficient con- 
duct of that office.

Radium in Quantities 

Would Change Nature 

The Biblical prophet spoke of the 
wilderness and the desert place "blos- 
soming ns the rose.” and the agricul- 
turist, h.v means of Irrigation, has 
succeeded, within limits, in fulfilling 
the seer’s words. But the drenm of 
making the poles of the earth habit- 
able and fruitful seems n vnin one. 

Yet n way hns been suggested. It 
Is not Impossible, but highly Improb- 
able. If ever a method should be dis- 
covered of manufacturing radium, or 
If a method should he found of ex- 
tracting radium from natural mate- 
rials In great hulk, even the problem 
of fertilizing the poles, by making 
them temperate in climate, might find 
a solution. 

So great Is the heat produced by 
radium In proportion to Its bulk that 
a quantity easily transported by man- 
ual labor would he sufficient to change 
the temperature of the polar regions. 
Indeed, if enough were taken there It 
would produce tropical conditions. 

At present there Is not a pound of 
radium collected In the whole world, 
and it is the most costly thing known. 
But the time may come when we shall 
he able to make radium from chem- 
ical elements in bulk, and then ninny 
things now regarded ns impossible 
will be easy.

Hill has been given serious thought, 
but, according to the Building Code of 
Newton, portable buildings cannot he 
erected, except under temporary 
building permits, and portable school 
buildings, at best, are far less com- 
fortable and practicable than are reg- 
ular school buildings. With the cer- 
tainty that a new, modern school must 
lie erected before many years at Oak 
Hill, tlie School Committee has hes- 
itated to ask for alterations or im- 
provements on tlie old school building 
here but so insistent have the demands 
become front parents of OakHill chil- 
dren, that it was decided to do some- 
thing definite to provide better school 
accommodations there. 

The $4000 appropriated by the al- 
dermen will allow for modern sani- 
tary conveniences to lie installed in 
tlie Oak Hill school, proper heating 
and electric lights to be provided, new 
floors to he laid, and additional means 
of egress given to conform to tho 
State laws.

Miss Kathleen Parks, R. N., Theo- 
retical Instructor, in the School of 
Nursing at the Newton Hospital for 
the past three years, has resigned* to 
accept the position of Assistant Sup- 
erintendent of the Henrietta D. Good - 1 
11 Hospital, Sanford, Maine.

During tlie week ending Sunday. 
July 8, there were seventeen emer- 
gencies admitted to the operating 
room.

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OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 

Washington. July 11.— This city Is 
preparing for a long political siege. 
The battle of the partisan mimeo- 
graphs will be waged from here as It 
has bot'ii decided to establish head- 
quarters for the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic campaigns In the capital city. 
Herbert Hoover will probably deliver 
the major of his radio speeches from 
Washington supplemented by high cal- 
i be red publicity. While It is expected 
that Governor Smith will make more 
personal appearances than the Re- 
publican candidate, the Democratic 
party will mobilize its publicity here. 
In previous campaigns the Republicans 
maintained their main quarters at Chi- 
cago. 

Ordinarily when Congress is not in 
session the volume of political news 
emanating from Washington is materi- 
ally reduced. The absence of the 
President likewise diminishes the cir- 
cle of political Intelligence. As evi- 
dence that a retiring President is 
gradually stepping out of the picture 
of current news dispatches, observers 
point to the fact that the corps of 
correspondents stationed at the sum- 
mer White House is very small com- 
pared with other years. Though the 
headquarters are maintained in Wash- 
ington the real political battle ground 
Is in the middle west and east. These 
two sections are considered contested 
territory by the party leaders. The 
regional officers will be charged with 
the responsibility of getting out the 
vote and selling the candidates and 
the ticket to the voters. 

Of particular interest to citizens of 
the voting age who have been flooded 
with unwelcome and sometimes use- 
less government documents by their 
legislators, is the tendency on the 
part of the Government Printing Of- 
fice to restrict tills waste. Approxi- 
mately forty five million copies of pub- 
lications were distributed by govern- 
ment departments, usually at the re- 
quest of a Member of Congress. An 
effort has been made to regulate the 
distribution of "official" documents 
by having a board of review deter- 
mine whether or not the franking priv- 
ilege is being abused in the distribu- 
tion of these documents. The Public 
Printer apparently expects an increase 
in the distribution of free documents 
this year because It Is cumpaigu year. 

An illustration of how the Congres- 
sional franking privilege is used and 
abused may be gleaned from the re- 
port of a congressman to his consti- 
tuents as published in a late issue of 
the Congressional Record. This leg- 
islator rounding out his first term 
makes a bold bid for re-election by re- 
citing his achievements in behalf of 
his constituents. The record stamps 
him as a messenger boy at a salary 
of $10,000 a year. Among his contri- 
butions to the reading matter and 
eventually the waste baskets of his 
district was the distribution of 350,- 
000 pieces of franked mail. No doubt, 
he was obliged to pay a portion of the 
printing costs, but a private citizen 
mailing this tremendous volume would 
have paid nearly $70,000 postage, an 
item which Is now checked off and 
paid by the general taxpayers. 

At the beginning of the political 
campaign the Civil Service Commis- 
sion is passing the word that politi- 
cal activity on the part of Federal em- 
ployees having a civil service rating 
is not good form. The Commission 
has a difficult task in attempting to 
restrain office holders, especially those 
having sufficient political iufliience to 
give them a paid office over the rank 
and tile of the government employees. 
All of this class realize full well that 
a change in Administration assures a 
race for their jobs. The Commission 
endeavors to enforce the law but ordi- 
narily they find themselves helpless 
against the loopholes that political 
exigencies permit. 

Tlie Federal Trade Commission has 
wound up the first of a series of in- 
vestigations into propaganda activi- 
ties of tlie public utilities. The hear- 
ings will be resumed In the fall when 
the "higher ups" or executives of the 
utility companies will he compelled to 
testify as to the financial affairs of 
their concerns. Certain groups in- 
tend to keep the "power trust" alive 
during the electioneering period. This 
fact encourages the Federal Trade 
Commission to renew fishing expedi- 
tions into the files of the utility com- 
panies. 


AUTO TAKES A SWIM 

An automobile owned by Alderman 
Norman F. Pratt of Grant avenue, 
Newton Centre, displayed evidences 
of adaptability last Tuesday evening. 
Mr. Pratt went visiting that evening 
and parked his car in front of a house 
on Berwick road. Terminating his vis- 
it, lie emerged from his friend’s home 
to re-enter his automobile and dis- 
covered that the car was missing. 
Some distance away, at tlie edge of 
I Crystal Lake, he noticed a gathering 
of people. Upon investigation he found

nude of his car which was reposing in 
the water of the lake. To reach the 
position the car had hacked for a con- 
siderable distance down the slight 
grade of Berwick road, navigated 
through a narrow opening in n fence, 
hurdled a 3 foot wall and landed right 
side up and little damaged in the 
lake.

NOTED LAWYER DEAD 


GIRL SCOUTS 


James Mott Ilullowel! of Itnservolr 
avonue, Chestnut Hill, a well-known 
Boston lawyer, died WedneHclay morn- 
ing at Ills summer home at Wianno, In 
his sixty-fourth year. His health be- 
came impaired early in the year and 
he went to Nassau in Ihe Bahamas, 
in the hope of deriving benefit, which 
he apparently did, as his health had 
Improved some since that time. 

He was horn in West Medford on 
Feb. 13, 1865, the son of Richard Price 
and Anna (Davis) Halloweli. His fath- 
er was a wool merchant and his moth- 
er, the daughter of Edwurd M. and 
Maria (Mott) Davis of Philadelphia, 
was a writer of ability. 

in 1888, Mr. Halloweli received his 
A.B. from Harvard and was graduated 
from the Harvard Law School in 1893 
and in that year began practice in 
New York city. He remained there 
only a short time and the following 
year came to Boston and became sec- 
ond assistant attorney general, in 
1894, and four years later was made 
assistant attorney general, from which 
office lie resigned in 1902, when he 
entered the law firm of Knowlton, 
Halloweli & Hammond. On the death 
of Mr. Knowlton, the firm became Hal- 
lowell & Hammond, nud in 1911 the 
law business was conducted under the 
firm name of Mayberry, Halloweli & 
Hammond. The present firm is May- 
berry, Halloweli & Mayberry. 

Mr. Halloweli was city solicitor ot 
Medford, from 1902 until 190G, and a 
trustee of Atlnnta University, in Geor- 
gia. He was a member of the Amer- 
ican and also the Massachusetts Bar 
Associations, as well as the Bar As- 
sociation of Boston. In his politics, 
Mr. Halloweli was a Republican. He 
wns a member of the Union Club and 
The Country Club, Brookline. 

On April 14. 1903, Mr. Halloweli 
married, in Boston, Louise Tucker 
Harding, by whom lie is survived. She 
is the daughter of the late Benjamin 
F. Harding, who for many years was 
senior master of Milton Academy. In 
addition to his widow, Mr. Halloweli 
leaves two sons, Janies M. Halloweli, 
Jr., and Benjamin H. Halloweli, and a 
daughter, Miss Anna D. Halloweli, 


DEATH OF FORMER RESIDENT 

Mr. Edward F. Hamlin, whose death 
took place this week at the home of 
ills son, Mr. F. C. Hamlin in East St. 
Louis, 111., was a well known former 
resident of Newton Centre, his home 
for many years. 

Mr. Hamlin was for 42 years execu- 
tive secretary of the Governor’s coun- 
cil, having been appointed to that of- 
fice by Governor Rice in 1877 and serv- 
ing until his resignation, October 1, 
1919. 

During the time that Mr. Hamlin was 
an official in t he State House, he made 
ills home In Newton Centre, where he 
inn# an exceptionally attractive place 
and a multitude of friends. His co- 
workers had nothing hut praise for 
him, when in 1919. he finally retired. 
He served under Governors Rice, Tal- 
bot, Long, Butler, Robinson. Ames 
Brackett, Russell, Greenhalge, Wolcott, 
Crane, Bates, Douglas, Guild, Draper, 
Foss, Walsh and McCall. 

Mr. Hamlin was horn in Plainfield in 
1842, and spent the early years of his 
life there. He was educated both in 
public and private schools. In his 
youth he served in the Civil War as 
sergeant of Company I of the Fifty- 
second Massachusetts Volunteers. Fol- 
lowing the war, Mr. Hamlin returned 
to his home in Northampton, where lie 
resumed ills retail shoe business. Not 
long after this he was appointed by 
Governor Washburn to the position of 
adjutant general, at that time lie was 
captain of the Northampton Company 
of the Massachusetts Militia.

Hartford Railroad, was buried Tuesday 
afternoon in Newton Cemetery after 
funeral services in his home, 65 Crafts 
road, Chestnut Hill.

Recognized by King 

When linns Holhotn, the celebrated 
portrait pointer, went to England, he 
hccnme a favorite of King Henry 
VIII. who took him Into Ills service, 
and paid him a salary of two hundred 
ilorins a year. 

One day. It Is sold, a nobleman 
called upon Holbein when the latter 
was very busy, painting frtun life. 
Holbein sent a message asking to he 
excused the honor of the visit for 
that day. The nohleuinn, highly of- 
fended, walked straight upstairs and 
broke open the door of the studio. At 
this, Ilolhein also lost his temper, and 
alined a blow at the intruder which 
sent him from the top of the stairs to 
the bottom. When Ids passion had 
cooled down, the nrtlst realized his 
danger, and wisely went at once to 
the king, to whom he told the story 
of the quarrel. Shortly afterward, 
the nobleman made his appearance, 
clamoring for vengeance. Henry made 
Ilolhein apologize, hut the angry peer 
declared that nothing but the offend- 
er's death would content him. Where- 
upon Henry replied, “You have not 
now to deal with Holbein, but with 
me. Whatever harm you do him shall 
rebound tenfold on your own head. 
Whenever I please, I can make seven 
lords out of seven plowmen, hut of 
seven lords I could not make one Hol- 
bein.”

Thu serious record of children's fa- 
talities on the highway last July, when 
automobiles killed 28 in the State, has 
caused the Massachusetts Safety 
Council to call upon the cities of the 
metropolitan area to put over a two 
months Hummer safety drive on the 
playgrounds.

Tho special Charles River Basin 
committee, created under a resolve of 
tho Legislature this year to "provide 
means and methods of making the 
Charles River Basin more safe, suit- 
able and attractive for recreation," or- 
ganized recently at the ofilces of the 
division of metropolitan planning, 44 
School street, Henry I. Harriman, 
chairman of the division of metropoli- 
tan planning, was elected chairman, 
and Edwin H. Rogers, secretary of the 
metropolitan planning board, was 
named secretary. 

There was a general discussion of 
the problem, nfter which the chairman 
was directed to have preliminary 
sketches made as the result of sug- 
gestions at tho first meeting. Later it 
is planned to hold public meetings. 

Clov. Fuller recently appointed Prof. 
George Owen of M. I. T., James W. 
Rollins, Henry Parkman, Jr., and Ar- 
thur A. Shurtleff, all of Boston, to 
serve with Mr. Harriman as the spe- 
cial commission.

Elected President

Mr. II. I. Harriman Honored |ly a 
Ik'-elrrtion to Former Office 


Henry I. Harriman of Centre street, 
Newton, was unanimously elected 
president of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, at a meeting of the hoard 
of directors this afternoon. Mr. Har- 
riman served as president In 1917, 
1918 and 1919, and long has been close- 
ly identified with all the chamber’s 
activities.

Newton llotarian Visits Yellowstone 
Park ami tile West 


Mr. G. Wilbur Thompson, one of the 
prominent members of the Club, was 
the speaker last Monday at the week- 
ly luncheon held at the Woodland 
Golf Club. 

Mr. Thompson, who attended the 
recent convention of Rotary Interna- 
tional at Minneapolis, extended his 
trip so as to include the Yellowstone 
Park and other points of interest in 
the West. 

Mr. Thompson stated that “pen nor 
tongue cannot describe the pdrk” 
which covers 3700 square miles and 
has many wild animals roaming about 
without restraint. He entered the park 
from the Gardiner entrance and had 
rime enough before dark to visit the 
hot springs and Mammoth terraces. 

The next day a ride of 35 miles 
brought the party to Old Faithful Inn 
for a full day’s stay with opportunity 
to witness many of the geysers in op- 
eration. including the reliable Old 
Faithful which plays a stream 150 feet 
in the air every hour At the Lake 
Hotel, an opportunity to fish was too 
tempting to refuse and the 13 trout 
secured made a delicious breakfast 
The last night in the park was spent 
at the Grand Canyon, with an escort 
of bears begging candy all the way 
over. 

Mr. Thompson was much interested 
In Utah and said it was very rich in 
natural resources including silver and 
copper. One of the copper mines is 
said to he the largest in the world pro- 
ducing 25,000 tons a day. Five mil- 
lion tons of bituminous coal are mined 
yearly only 35 miles from Salt Lake 
City. There are mountains of lime- 
stone. and unlimited quantities of pot- 
ash. gypsum phosphate rock, asphalt, 
cement, lime, sulphuric acid, fire clay, 
brick clay, petroleum and mineral wa- 
ters. The Great Salt Lake produces 
4,i0,000 barrels of salt annually. 

Mr. Thompson also visited Colorado 
Springs and Chicago on his homeward 
trip.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

Hoseman ‘ Tom" Enegess of Engine 
1 should get a week or two extra va 
cation for the keeness and courage he 
displayed in capturing the false-key 
worker who was attempting to entei 
a residence on Tremont street. En- 
egess took a considerable chance 
when he crept, unarmed, up a hack 
stairs to seize the fellow who had a 
bad criminal record. 

The maple trees which have been 
making a valiant effort to grow along 
Washington street are apparently los 
ing in the struggle. Many of these 
trees have been attacked by a fungus 
which blights the leaves, causing 
them to wilt. The Forestry Depart- 
ment lias been combatting tills blighi 
by spraying the trees witli a Bordeaux- 
mixture, hut. to effectively overcome 
l lie fungus, the trees throughout the 
city should lie sprayed witli oil while 
dormant. To accomplish tills more 
thorough method requires much more 
money than the Forestry Department 
lias at its disposal. Apart from the 
blighting fungus, the shade trees 
planted along Washington street are 
severely handicapped in their fight 
for life. The huge locomotives of the 
Boston & Albany railroad belch forth 
volumes of soft coal smoke which 
contains carbonic-acid gas. This gas 
is very injurious to vegetation and it 
works havoc with the foliage on the 
trees nearby. 

A traffic signal of some description 
should be placed on Washington street 
opposite Jewett street. Many automo- 
bile accidents, including several fatal 
ones, have occurred at this place. It 
is very well lighted, a powerful arc 
light being located at the corner of 
Washington and Jewett streets, and a 
large incandescent light across Wash- 
ington street at the Church street 
bridge. But, these lights have no ef- 
fect on the speeders who whiz along 
Washington street. A trap should lie 
set frequently at this place to catch 
tlie speeders. 


The flashing traffic signal which 
wus installed some weeks ago at the 
intersection of Watertown aud Wal* 
nut sheets, Newtonville, was made by 
tlie General Electric Company. It Is 
attractively designed and mechanical- 
ly well constructed. But, for tin? pur- 
pose it was installed at tills particular 
spot, it is anything lint effective. This 
signal, like similar signals, erected at 
dangerous street intersections is sup 
posed to cause autoists travelling on 
tlie less travelled of the two streets 
to bring their machines to a stop be- 
fore crossing; it is supposed to cause 
autoists on tin* heavier travelled 
street to slow down. The signal at 
tlie intersection of Watertown and 
Walnut streets does not do much of 
oii her. It is a quick flushing signal 
witli u rather small sized lamp. Two 
of tlie glass sides of tills lamp, facing 
Walnut street, are colored a pinkish 
red and are lettered "Stop." Tlie two 


glass sides of tlie lamp facing Water- 
town street are colored a pale yellow 
and are lettered “Caution.” So small 
are tlie letters that the operator of 
an automobile cannot read them until 
lie gets within a few feet of tlie signal. 
Tlie result is— that this signal is fail- 
ing to accomplish tlie purpose for 
which it was intended and tlie several 
hundreds of dollars paid for it have 
been ineffectively spent to date. 

Tlie traffic signals for use at tlie in- 
tersection of Walnut and Washington 
streets, Newtonville, and at the inter- 
section of Lexington street and Com- 
monwealth avenue, Auburndale, are 
finally in position. They were ordered 
last February from tlie General Elec- 
tric Company. 


In former years if one wished to 
acquire publicity, if one desired to 
have his or her likeness prominently 
displayed in newspapers, one testi- 
fied that Blank's Sarsaparilla, Yellow’s 
Nervcura, Alkiruna, Lydia Gypem’s 
Compound — or some other “medicine" 
had wrought a wonderful cure. Now, 
if one desires to get "free,” or sub- 
sidized publicity, one commends some 
highly advertised brand of cigarettes. 
A certain brand of “fags" appears to 
have the peculiar faculty of tasting 
like nectar when some blindfolded cel- 
ebrity smokes it. 

How much longer will tlie placing of 
tlie oft promised traffic tower in No- 
liantum square lie delayed? For sev- 
eral years tlie authorities delayed 
asking for, or making an appropria- 
tion for tills tower because they be- 
lieved I lie business men of Newton 
Corner would "dig down into their 
jeans" and pay for this much needed 
traffic aid. But, tlie merchants had 
troubles enough of their own without 
paying for traffic signals and towers. 
The first of t his year tlie Traffic Com- 
mittee of tlie Board of Aldermen re- 
ported to tlie Board that "a traffic 
tower Hhould In* placed at Nonantum 
square.” The Edison Company in con- 
junction with tlie General Electric 
Company furnished plans and esti- 
mates for tlie tower. Tlie tower, with 
its auxiliary lights and tlie work 
thereon, will cost $2700 according to 
tlie estimate submitted. Street Com- 
missioner Stuart Is ready to ask for 
I lie appropriation. It is hoped tliut 
tlie Aldermen will, without further de- 
lay appropriate money to buy a tower 
and its equipment front some concern 
prepared to provide it promptly. 

A number of street intersections in 
Newton are not wide enough to allow 
for the placing of traffic signals in tlie 
roadway without seriously interfering 
with traffic. It has been suggested 
tliut at such places traffic signals lie 
suspended in mid-air. This suggestion 
met with opposition because it is con- 
tended that signals in mid-air are dan- 
gerous and tlie Edison Company is op- 
posed to them. Notwithstanding tlie 
objection of tlie Edison Company, such 
signals are in common use in many 
cities throughout tills country. We 
observed at least one of them at tlie 
principal street intersection in Pitts 


field, tlie home of one of tlie large 
plants of the General Electric Com- 
pany. Traffic signals placed at street 
corners are difficult to see and imprac- 
ticable. Strangers do not notice 
them, and autoists who are aware of 
their presence cannot see them when 
they are hidden by other automobiles 
in front. 

Much abuse was heaped upon Ger- 
many and tlie Germans because of the 
late war, but It must be acknowledged 
that the Germans do somethings bet- 
ter than tlie people of other nations. 
Ridicule was cast upon tlie “Verboten" 
laws of Germany which indicted penal- 
ties on residents of that land who did 
things which militated against public 
welfare, which caused discomfort to 
others, which offended those who have 
consideration for their neighbors and 
who desire some consideration from 
their neighbors. The United States 
and its sub-divisions, might well, and 
probably will someday, copy some of 
tlie "Verboten” laws of Germany. 

One such law in force in certain 
German cities empowers policemen to 
impose a tine, oil the spot, on any 
person detected throwing rubbish of 
any kind onto a street. Tlie police- 
man makes tlie offender pay a small 
tine, and gives a receipt. Such fines 
might well he imposed on those who 
commit minor offences against our au- 
tomobile laws. 


There is no good reason why this 
community should he bothered with 
files. These dangerous pests, which 
spread disease breed in tilth. With the 
passing of tlie horse Newton has few 
st allies. In years past there were 
many stables in Newton and manure 
piles were tlie breeding places of 
countless millions of flies. Today, 
about tlie only places where these 
disease spreaders can breed in this 
city are— dirty garbage cans. It never 
occurs to some persons to regularly 
clean tlie garbage can with hot water 
and soap. Some persons realize tliut 
this task is necessary, lint they re- 
frain from performing it because it is 
disagreeable. They seem to prefer to 
allow their garbage cans to become 
filthy incubators of flies. Such per- 
sons would become quite incensed if 
a neighbor should make a complaint to 
the Board of Henlth. But, in their 
method of philosophy, it is quite all 
right for their garbage cans to stench 
tlie neighborhood and jeopardize 
others’ health and comfort. 

Governor Fuller should lie commend- 
ed for vetoing the hill passed by a 
very generous Legislature which ex- 
empted from license fees hawkers of 
bakery, dairy and meat products 
Those vendors of food articles com 
note with store keepers who must pay 
honvy rents. Why should tlie store 
keepers, who assist materially in de- 
fraying the running expenses of tin* 
communities where they do business 
by paying taxes (either directly or 
through rents) lie handicapped by spe- 
cial favors being granted to competi- 
tors who do not materially assist in 
paving public expenses? 
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from mini tier person, mid ns there is 
no law. lie may he fnreed to pay as 
high ns no per cent or more Interest. 
To dun a debtor nn New Year’s day 
is not considered good form; lienee It 
is not uncommon to see an anxious 
creditor carrying a lantern in broad 
daylight, seeking to find Ids debtor, on 
tlie assumption tliut, heenum of his 
carrying a light, it is still the night 
before.

>i ludicrous picture in his play, “Les 
I'lnideurs," which means tlie attorneys, 
literally “pleaders," of tlie dog before 
tlie court. Tlie lawyers are as windy 
as ever they should lie In such a case, 
the judge ns doggedly intent on Im- 
partiality. The dog is condemned to 
the galleys, although what lie would 
do in tlie galleys is a subject tif won- 
der. Perhaps lie was sentenced to he 
a mascot. But the lawyer for tlie dog 
lilts upon the idea of bringing before 
the court tlie dog's sons and daugh- 
ters, a litter of puppies, “poor chil- 
dren that would be rendered orphans.” 
The Judge is touched by this scene, 
for he also lias children.

Proof That Octopus 

Must Have “Purchase” 

Experiments have been made in a 
specially devised tank in order to test 
t lie truth of many stories told of oc- 
topi attacking human beings and drag- 
ging them to the sen bottom. 

In the tank with the octopus experi- 
mented with there was placed a 
“dummy” of the same specific gravity 
ns a human being, and this was halt- 
ed with a crab. Attracted by rids 
tempting morsel, the octopus made 
for the dummy, seized it in its pow 
erful tentacles, and tried to drag It 
under the water, but without success. 
It then went to one side of the tank, 
and. holding onto the edge of the 
glass with some of Its arms. It 
dragged its prey beneath the surface 
and crushed the crab shell with Its 
powerful Jaws. 

It is believed that these experiments 
afford proof thnt the octopus can drug 
Its victims far below the surface of 
the water only near rocks to which It 
can attach its "suckers.”

Cable Construction 

The Western Union soys thnt an At- 
lantic cable consists of a central cop 
per wire which carries the electric cur- 
rent. Around this are wound flexible 
copper tapes, which in case of n break 
In the wire would enrry the current 
around the gap. This is wrapped with 
a permalloy tnpe whose magnetic qunl 
Itles give the cable Its great speed. 
Tills metallic part of the cable Is first 
inclosed In n thick covering of gutta- 
percha, which holds the currents to 
their path. Around this Is a wrapping 
of jute, which cushions the pressure 
of several miles of sea water. Eight 
een steel armor wires surround the 
cushion and protect the cable from 
Injury. The whole Is incased In an 
outer coating or wrapping of tnrred 
hemp cords.

When will Newton fall into line 
and allow its policemen to dress com- 
fortably in weather such as we have 
been enduring the past week? Most 
progressive cities permit their police- 
men to discard heavy coats or tunics 
during the summer months hut New- 
ton persists in making its policemen 
swelter. 

Engine 1 of the Newton Fire De- 
partment tias been equipped with the 
latest model light to make it conspicu- 
ous at night. Instead of showing re- 
volving red lights as does Engine 4. 
the device of Engine 1 has four red 
lights which flash alternately. 

Last Sunday afternoon as we 
crossed Harvard Bridge, we noticed an 
Illinois car parked on that structure 
with its occupants admiring the im- 
posing view across the basin • >( tin* 
Charles looking towards the esplanade 
and Beacon Hill. This view is the 
most attractive feature of Boston, in 
t lie opinion of many and it is to be 
hoped that the contemplated develop- 
ment of the Charles River basin be- 
t ween the Harvard and West Boston 
bridges will not mar it. 

The Commission appointed to make 
this basin "more suitable, safe and at- 
tractive for recreation” created by the 
Legislature and recently appointed by 
Gov.

obstructed places on which to walk. 
In former years sidewalks in this city 
were not used by store keepers for the 
display or sale of their wares. Now, 
in some pnrts of Newton, sidewalks 
are so cluttered with boxes nnd stands 
of fruit and vegetable that one might 
think one was on Blackstone street, 
Boston. Owners of markets and gro- 
cery stores who have been in business 
in t his city for many years, for the 
most part do not invade the sidewalks 
with their wares. Most of those who 
have encroached on the sidewalks are 
newcomers, or comparative newcomers 
to this city: in many instances they 
do not reside here. By forbidding the 
use of public sidewalks for the display 
or sale of fruit, vegetables, or other 
commodities by anyone, all merchants 
would he treated partially. Those 
who desire to make a conspicuous dis- 
play of fresh fruit nnd vegetables can 
do so by adopting the method used in 
past years by fruit dealers in this 
city — have windows which can bo 
raised and lowered. Exposing food to 
the rays of the sun. the dust of the 
street— and to strolling dogs, does not 
make such food more palatable. Most 
of the sidewalks in this city are none 
too wide for the purpose for which 
they were constructed— to furnish am- 
ple room for people to walk on. 

The Community Theatre advertises 
that its auditorium is 15 degrees 
cooler than the street temperature dur- 
ing these hot summer days and nights. 
The theatre certainly is cooler. A cit- 
izen informed us he went by the 
theatre the other evening and ob- 
served an employee wetting the street 
outside the theatre with a hose. It oc- 
curred to hint that if the temperature 
inside the theatre at that time, was 15 
degrees cooler than on the street, it 
must have been quite cool inside the 
building. 

We were in the City Clerk’s office 
Wednesday when a well known Non- 
antum resident came in and asked for 
a license to permit him to fish. He 
was informed that such a license is 
good for a year and is issued in com- 
bination with a hunting license. The 
Nonantum resident stated that he is 
not a hunter and the only fishing he 
intends to do for the rest of this year 
is on a couple of days when he is go- 
ing to recreate up the country. He 
considered the cost of the license, 
$2.25, unreasonable for this brief pe- 
riod, and thought that there should he 
a temporary permit issued for a nomi- 
nal fee. We agreed with him and sug- 
gested ns a compromise that he might 
buy 5 pounds of fish for 50 cents.

Production of Honey 

Important in Quebec 

In the “Jesuits’ Relation. ’’ dated 
1038, It states the Indians used to 
niuke u decoction containing alum and 
honey as a remedy for typhus. The 
Indians called the English bee the 
white man's fly. It is said that the 
first hive was Imported into America 
In 1038. 

The first agricultural statistics of 
Quebec hardly date as far hack as 
1870. The first census showed 41. 28n 
hives, with a total yield of 048.000 
pounds of honey. In 1880 the harvest 
iuiil considerably decreased, and this 
year gave only 550.000 pounds. The 
1800 census gave 48,418 hives, with a 
production of 750.000 pounds. The 
growth for the following years was 
nothing short of a wonder, 1 . 001,000 
pounds being produced by 00,008 hives, 
the value of honey production nnd 
hives being over $500,000. 

The annual production in the prov- 
ince of Quebec amounts to 4.000, 000 
pounds of extracted honey nnd 300,- 
000 pounds of comb honey. 


Hessians in Revolution 

“Hessians*’’ Is a term in American 
history for the German conscripts who 
were hired nnd sent over by England 
to help subdue the revolting Colonists. 
They came front six of the small states 
of Germany, but ns over half of them 
were from Hesse-Caesel and llesse- 
Dnrmstadt, the name “Hessians” was 
generally applied to them. They were 
first commanded by Lieut.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 

With tin* absence of the President, 
Members of tlu* Cabinet. Members of 
Congress nnd foreign diplomats from 
Washington, the capital loses some of 
its ustiai glamor. However, this sum- 
mer non-voting Washington has 
evinced an enorrmous interest In pol- 
itics, perhaps due to t he fact that 
tin* headquarters of both political fac- 
tions will be established bore. For 
a while there was much talk and gos- 
sip concerning the possibility of a 
third party entering tin* race, but with 
(lie refusal of Senator Norris to ac- 
cept tin* farmer-labor nomination this 
question 1ms apparently passed into 
oblivion. 

President Coolidge will probably 
have an opportunity to make several 
important judicial appointments be- 
fore his term of office expires on 
March 4. Those closely associated 
with Oliver Wendell Holmes state it 
is liis intention to resign from the 
United States Supreme Court next fall. 
Justice Holmes was elevated to the 
Supreme Court bench by President 
Roosevelt and holds the record for . 
service, having served 26 years. II' 
the President does appoint a succes- 
sor to Justice Holmes, indications are 
that he will appoint one of the present 
members of his Cabinet. The other 
appointments will in* made to the Su- 
preme Court of tlie Philippine Islands, 
as reports from Manila are that two 
and possibly three of the American 
members of the Philippine high court 
are expected to retire within a year. 

The two vacancies which now exist 
in tlu* Cabinet, occasioned by the res- 
ignations of Secretary of Commerce, 
Hoover, and Secretary of the Interior, 
Work, will no doubt lie filled by the 
President in the near future. It is 
rumored here that t ho President will 
appoint a man from t he middle west 
as Secretary or the Interior, and the 
Secretary of Commerce will lie ap- 
pointed front one of the New England 
states. These positions will be of 
short duration, but are much sought 
after because of the prestige attached 
to being a Member of tin* Cabinet. 

The Federal Trade Commission is 
exceptionally busy tills summer, hut 
no reports on major cases will he 
made until fall. They have adjourned 
their hearings on public utilities until 
fall, after examining seventy-one wit- 
nesses and taking thirty-eight vol- 
umes of testimony containing 4,877 
pages. The Commission is now work- 
ing on the alleged radio monopoly, 
their contention being that several of 
the larger radio companies have en- 
tered into an agreement for the 
cross-licensing of radio patents. Def- 
inite plans for chain store investiga- 
tion by tlie Commission are now tak- 
ing shape. The investigation will cover 
charges of unfair trade practices in 
relations with consumers, such as 
selling of second* qualities und< r na 
tionally advertised names which are 
supposed to represent first quality, 
particularly in canned goods. 

The Secretary of Labor believes that 
immigration stations may dot the map 
of the United States somewhat com- 
parable to the network of important 
post offices, if airports ultimately de- 
velop as at present predicted. The 
Department of Labor is preparing to 
meet the immigration problem pre- 
sented by tlie growth of airports 
where people from across the borders 
may land. Officials of tlie Labor De- 
partment believe that so far as pas- 
senger traffic is concerned no new law 
with respect to immigration in air- 
craft would lie needed. Tlu* same im- 
migration laws would he applied to 
passengers coming by aircraft ns ir 
they came by train, boat or automo- 
bile.

PROHIBITION AND THE LAW 

By Judge William M. Maltbie 

(The author of the following article 
is Associate Justice of the Superior 
Court of the State of Connecticut. He 
analyzes here, from the point of view 
of an administrator of the law, the 
fundamental issue which lias been 
raised by those who defy the enforce- 
ment of the Eighteenth Amendment.) 

If the case of the bootlegger rested 
solely with liis studied defiance of the 
prohibition laws, the problem would 
he serious enough. But his calling 
draws after it all manner of crimes. 
For his liquor or its proceeds the hi- 
jacker plies liis ill-omened trade; over 
it, men have fought and murder lias 
likely been done; because of it piracy 
is rampant on the seas and smuggling 
flourishes on the shores; and worst of 
all, a slimy trail of bribery and corrup- 
tion reaches out to every man who is 
seeking to enforce these laws. Upon 
whose shoulders rests the responsibil- 
ity for this disorder in our state and 
this threat to the stability of govern- 
ment? Because the conclusion fol- 
lows as a matter of cold logic, and 
not because I am overfond of extreme 
statement or not given to fairly weigh- 
ing tlie import of the words I use, I 
say that that man, no matter what liis 
station in society, who purchases liq- 
uor today is in so far forth a party to 
crime, an enemy to society, a traitor to 
his country.

First “Weather-Glass” 

Tlie first niecurial barometer was 
constructed chiefly for the purpose of 
demonstrating tin tad that air has 
weight, says Nature Magazine. Lntei 
this instrument acquired a great repu 
tatlon as a means of predicting weath 
er and was nicknamed the “weather- 
glass.” Though its prophetic powers 
are not now rated so high as former- 
ly, it remains the most Important of 
meteorological Instruments. Tlie col 1 
ii 1 1 in of mercury in the barometer 
rises and falls with changes of atmos- 
pheric pressure, and its length is ! 
measured by means of an attachment 
called a “vernier,” with a much great i 
er refinement of accuracy than is that | 
of the column of mercury or alcohol 
in u thermometer. 


Naval Range Finder 

An accurate method of computing 
the distance between ships when the 
height of the enemy ship Is not kuown 
is by tlie use of tlie optical range 
finder. Tills instrument Is installed in 
the turrets of battleships. It consists 
of a long tube with optical prisms*. 
The length of the tube is taken us the 
base of a triangle. The distance is 
then figured out mathematically. The 
degree of accuracy depends upon the 
visibility conditions and tlie distance 
can usually lie ascertained within a 
few hundred yards of the exact dis- 
tance. 


Progress in Lighting 

A common laborer of today works 
about ten minutes each day to pay for 
the lighting of his home by means of 
electricity. A liulf-ceutury ago tie 
would have hud to work two and one 
half hours to provide the same 
amount of light by mean* of gas 
tlames. And if he had supplied him- 
self a half-century ago with the same 
amount of light from candles lie would 
have had to work 24 hours every day 
to pay Ids lighting bill. For this great 
reduction In the cost of artificial light- 
ing, modern science is responsible.— 
Scientific American.

Dr. Rertliold 
Ln lifer, famous sinologist of the Field 
Museum of Natural History, discloses 
tlie Interesting methods used by the 
Chinese In training these scrapping In- 
sects, Even In undent times the train- 
ers prescribed strict diets for tiie.r 
battlers. The usual diet consist of a 
dish of ri'*e mixed with fresh cucum- 
bers, boiled chestnuts, lotus seeds and 
mosquitoes. Some of tlie owners and 
fanciers allow themselves to he hit- 
ten tn.v mosquitoes, and when the mos- 
quitoes are full of blood they ore 
given to their favorite crickets. 

Tlie fighting crickets are kept in 
specially devised Jars, which are made 
to serve as both summer and win- 
ter homes. The Jars are furnished 
with tiny beds and water Jars. The 
champion crickets are transported in 
finely wrought cages, some of which 
are filigree gold. — Pathfinder Maga- 
zine.

Any one familiar with t he construc- 
tion of modern weapons of warfare 
and the high explosives used in t hem 
would naturally suppose n cannon 
iniide of wood would be of little or no 
value ns a weapon. Rut wooden can- 
non have been used with considerable 
success In revolutionary movements in 
Cuba, Haiti and the Dominican re- 
public.

On n hot day, when the air Is per- 
fectly quiet, the atmosphere ns It be- 
comes heated tynds to rise along the 
sides of rocks or buildings, nnd if It 
travels high enough It develops into 
a strong wind, which descends on the 
opposite side and plays queer pranks. 

A small whirlwind Is often produced 
by the action of wind against a cor- 
ner formed hy several buildings. As 
tlie wind travels down a street, espe- 
cially a narrow one, It rapidly In- 
creases In velocity. A little will spill 
into the side streets, but the main 
stream will How on gathering momen- 
tum. Observe tills wind strike ngninst 
the side of a high building nnd notice 
how it "mushrooms” out on all sides, 
splitting Into many air currents, nnd 
trace these till they come to rest, but 
he sure to hold tightly to your hat in 
the meantime.

Thus, 
perhaps: "What there Is of eat Is eat 
is what of eat there lying cat Is what 
on what of mat lying cat.” The rend- 
er will probably annotate the margin 
with “Some cat !”— John Galsworthy 
In “Castles In Spain.” 


“Life a Universal Force ” 

Svante August Arrhenius, the noted 
Swedish chemist nnd physicist, be- 
lieves that life is nn interstellar ele- 
ment nnd may he transmitted from 
one planet to another. According to 
liis conception, life Is universally dif- 
fused and is constantly emitted from 
all habitable worlds in the form of 
spores. These spores traverse space 
for years, nnd possibly ages. The ma- 
jority of them are ultimately de- 
stroyed by tlie heat of some blazing 
star, hut some few. he thinks.

A reason for this saying, 
centuries old, mny lie In the fact that 
the written Inngunge of tlie Chinese 
peoples, tluMigh truly pictorial can 
only be mastered by prodigious exer- 
cise of the memory. However out of 
perspective nre their drawings nnd 
pictures, It Is much easier to gain nn 
Idea of a situation from one of their 
pictures than It is to commit to mem- 
ory the Chinese Ideographs used to 
describe the episode. 

The oriental people are not, how- 
ever, nlone In tlielr estimation of the 
value of illustrations ns n means of 
quickly conveying Information. Any 
occidental who has observed at all 
carefully the notion of children upon 
picking up a new book, or running 
through a fnvorlte old one, must hnve 
remarked tlielr Inclination, first nnd 
Inst, Is to look through the pages nnd, 
from the pictures scanned with concen- 
trated attention, tlx in their minds the 
persofls, places nnd Incidents about 
which they nre going to rend. 

We nre often told that “grown-ups” 
nre very much like children wearing 
a mask. In looking at pictures or old 
prints we older people do gain useful 
Information nnd experience much 
pleasure; we nre like children. 


Cold Responsible for 

Error of Stevenson's? 

Robert Louis Stevenson never was 
In sympathy with those to whom snow 
and ice brought Joy. During a cold 
spell In Edinburgh he wrote: “1 feel 
fit for little else besides prayer I 
can not be comforted ; my wits nre 
frozen. . . Life Is an amuse- 
ment totally unsuitable for winter I 
place a claim to Immortality on that 
phrase. Now can you mind about 
Shelley? You wouldn’t If you were ns 
cold as I am." 

It may nave been this loathing of 
cold which, by some psychological 
twist, betrayed Stevenson’s wits into 
Ids worst literary blunder, the Man- 
chester Guardian suggests. When 
Marcel Schowb sought permission to 
translate “The Master of Batlnntrne.” 
Stevenson Implored him to make n 
variation In the original. 

‘Tray do not let Mrs. Henry thrust 
the sword up to the hilt In the frozen 
ground,” he wrote; “on-' of my Incon- 
ceivable blunders, nn exaggeration to 
stagger Hugo. Say she sought to 
thrust It into the ground.” 


Overpopulation

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American Institute of Normal Methods Closes Its 
Summer School 


Kligman Again an Applicant For a Gas Filling Station on 
Watertown Street 


Tht* American Institute of Normal 
Methods, a summer school for the 
training of music supervisors, closes 
its 38th Eastern Session at Lasell 
Seminary, Auhurudale, on Tuesday 
evening, July 31st. 

The graduation program is to he 
given in the auditorium of the Levi 
F. Warren Junior High School on 
Washington street, in order to accom- 
modate the general public. An espe- 
cially large audience is expected, be- 
cause of the historically significant re- 
vival of Schubert’s opera, "Rosu- 
munde.” Previous to this perform 
ance, so far as we know, only two 
performances have occurred, in De 
cember, 1820. The opera was, owing 
to various complications involving 
jealousies and quarrels within the 
company, withdrawn from further 
performance. Because Schubert lived 
in almost complete obscurity in Vien- 
na, the public soon forgot the work, 
and it was not until 1867 that Sir 
George Grove and Sir Arthur Sullivan 
found the score and parts in a dusty 
cupboard in Dr. Schneider’s house. 
Even then the libretto was lost, and 
further performances have not been 
possible until the recent work of Al- 
exander Dean, Assistant Professor of 
Drama in the School of Fine Arts. 
Yale University, constructed the dia- 
log from the story of the original play. 
The performance is to be given in 
concert form, a full stuge performance 
requiring more time for memorizing 
the speaking parts than can lie spared 
from regular classroom work at the 
summer session. However, the prin- 
cipal characters and t he ballet are to 
he in costume. A chorus of 175 voices, 
and an orchestra of 30 will complete 
the program. 

The production is directed by Mr. 
Francis Findlay, Director of the De- 
partment of Public School Music of 
tlie New England Conservatory of 
Music. 

The school is composed of a student 
body of 225, representing 17 states, 
Canada, and Great Britain.

At the meeting 
of the Aldermen on Monday night 
$2700 was appropriated for a traffic 
tower and signals at Nonantum square 
The tower and signals will be con- 
structed by the General Electric Com- 
pany and installed by the Edison Com- 
pany, and according to Street Commis- 
sioner Stuart will he artistic in appear- 
ance and of the best mechanical type. 
Last February it was proposed that an 
automatic signal, somewhat similar in 
type to the one recently installed at 
Newtonville square, be placed at No- 
nantum square.

The Board of Aldermen held a reg- 
ular meeting on Monday night. Con- 
sidering that many of the members 
are residing at their summer homes, 
the attendance was large for a .sum- 
mer session — but three members be- 
ing absent. A delegation of Upper 
Falls residents appeared to manifest 
opposition against the petition of the 
School Department for the razing of 
the old Wade School.. A counter peti- 
tion containing 400 names has been 
presented objecting to the demolition 
of the old school building which has 
been used for some years as a “movie” 
house. The matter did not come be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night, having been referred to the 
Public Buildings committee for con- 
sideration. so the delegation from the 
Upper Fails did not have an oppor- 
tunity to voice its protests. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of L. Frank 
Perkins for a permit to erect a 3 car 
garage at 186 Woodward street. New- 
ton Highlands. Hugh Boyd, appear- 
ing as attorney for Perkins, told the 
Aldermen that his client desires to 
build this garage because he has a 
fleet of three automobiles, one of them 
a huge affair called a “House on 
Wheels.” Mr. Boyd contended that 
if Mr. Perkins is refused a permit for 
the large garage he can keep the 
"House on Wheels” either in his yard 
or on the street, so it will be for the 
advantage of the neighborhood to have 
this big vehicle kept under a roof. 
City Clerk Grant announced that he 
had received four letters of protest 
against the permit being granted. 
These protests were from Anna 
Spaulding. 15 Brewster road: W. G. 
Bowler, 14 Brewster road: Gordon 
McMullin. 1176 Walnut street: John 
Elwell and other residents of Brews- 
ter road and vicinity. 

No persons appeared to object to 
the petitions of Samuel Eliot for a 
permit to erect a 3-car garage at 70 
Suffolk road, and of Thomas Dewire to 
erect a 3 car garage at 4 Monadnock 
road. On the petition of B S. Hatch 
.v Company for a 3-car garage at 1340 
Centre street, Newton Centre. Mrs. 


J S. Sumner, owner of the property 
at 1322 Centre street, protested at 
length. She contended that the pro- 
posed garage will be too near her 

property. 

O. M. Young of 6 SumneT street, 
Newton Centre, appearing In behalf 
of Jennie A. Young, asked for a per- 
mit to build a 4 car garage at that 
address. He stated it will replace a 
much larger old wooden barn and will 
be 60 feet back from the street. 

Reuben Kligman. appearing for his 
father. Jacob Kligman who petitions 
for a 19 car garage and filling station 
at 156 Watertown street, Newtonrllie, 
stated that his father has been a cit- 
izen for over 30 years and a taxpayer. 
If the permit is granted for the ga- 
rage and gasoline station at this loca- 
tion. Kligman promised his father will 
clean out the junk yard there which is 
an eyesore to th^ neighborhood. Mr. 
Kligman informed the aldermen that 
there are 150 tons of junk in this yard 
and his father will promise to clean 
it out within 90 days if given the ga- 
rage permit, although he will take a 
loss by so doing. Referring to the 
high hoard fence which surrounds the 
junk yard. Mr. Kligman made the in- 
genuous statement. “There Is not an- 
other one like it in the state.” He ex- 
plained that the proposed garage will 
have a brick front and will be a de- 
cided improvement to the neighbor- 
hood He concluded by stating that 
his father has been repeatedly denied 
the right to obtain permits to make 
a livelihood and is entitled to justice.

Edward A. Lally also favored the Im- 
proving of Newton street. 

Favoring the Improving and accept- 
ance of Irving street, Newton Cen- 
tre, M. John Barry who has resided 
on this street for 24 years, told of 
the need of this work. Mrs. Mary Clif- 
ford of 17 Irving street, objected to 
the improvement. She stated she 
has resided on the street for 40 years 
and nothing has ever happened there 
because of its condition. Other hear- 
ings announced were those for the 
laying out and acceptance of Wlnde- 
mere road, Chestnut Hill road and 
Lewis street. A letter was received 
from Fred W. Stone asking that the 
latter street be not Improved beyond 
the point where it is necessary to pro- 
vide for the needs of the petitioner. 
No opposition was presented to the 
proposed widening and altering of 
Beacon street at the west side of Cen- 
tre street, Newton Centre. 

The following recommendations of 
the Franchises and Licenses Commit- 
tee were accepted by the Board: — 
permit to Annie T. Sullivan for a 3 
car garage at 61 Circuit avenue; li- 
cense to sell second-hand autos to 
John Mulcahy at 49 Elmwood street; 
renewals of auctioneer’s licenses to 
Job Gaskin, John H. Murray, and 
Hugh Devine; permit to Norumbega 
Park for minors to take part in musi- 
cal exhibition July 30 to August 4 in- 
clusive; leave to withdraw on petition 
of Onofrio Mollica for common vict- 
ualler’s license at 323 Washington 
street; first class license to sell sec- 
ond-hand cars to Wesley J. Furbush 
at 50 Davis avenue, West Newton, on 
condition that no cars be kept on 
premises outside of buildings. Mr. 
Furbush objected to this condition. 
The common victualler’s license at 
Vernon Court was authorized to be 
changed from Putnam Realty Trust 
to M. C. B. Jones. The pool room 
license of Edward T. Jones was trans- 
ferred from 1244 to 1252 Washington 
street. 

The Public Works Committee’s rec- 
ommendations included leave to with- 
draw on the petition of Mary T. Brig- 
ham and others for a re-opening of ; 
the hearing for the taking of land on 
shores of Crystal Lake for park pur- 
poses; approving of the laying out 
and acceptance of Ashton avenue and 
Oakwood terrace: assigning a hear- 
ing at the meeting to be held on 
August 13 for the construction of 
curbings on Watertown and Pearl 
streets; granting the petition of the 
Boston Consolidated Gas Company for 
a permit to lay gas mains on Fuller 
and other streets. 

The Traffic Committee had recom- 
mended that the ordinances be amend- 
ed to prohibit the growing nuisance of 
parking automobiles in double rows 
on streets, a practice which is pro- 
ductive of hazards to traffic. The City 
Solicitor rules that the present ordin- 
ance which stipulates that cars shall 
be parked with the right front wheel 
up to the curb (except in specific 
cases where special parking provi- 
sions necessitate the left front wheel 
being up to the curb is sufficient to 
make it an offence for anyone to park 
an automobile out in the street away 
from the curbing. The Traffic Com- 
mittee recommended a hearing at the 
next meeting of the Board on the mat- 
ter of restricting parking on Charles- 
bank road to the south side of that 
very narrow street. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
recommended that a waiver of the set- 
back line on Perkins street he grant- 
ed to Harry Guerin so that he can 
erect a house IS feet from the line 
instead of 25 feet. Guerin asked for 
permission to build the house 15 feet 
from the street line on a lot 53 feet 
wide. A number of neighbors object- 
ed. 

The Board approved of the report 
of the Franchises and Licenses Com- 
mittee refusing to grant common vic- 
tualler’s licenses to the Liggett Drug 
Stores at Newton Corner and West 
Newton. Recently drug stores in this 
city have started to serve food at the 
soda fountains, and the Liggett Com- 
pany. apparently desiring to conform 
with the law sought legal right to pur- 
sue this practice. It is evident that 
the aldermen do not believe that a 
combination drug store and lunch 
room is to be desired. 

The Finance Committee reported 
“inexpedient” on the offer of Daniel 
O’Connell for the purchase of 25.200 
square feet of land at Allison Park in 
Nonantum. The Playground Depart- 
ment had protested against the sale 
of tills land, contending that it will be 
needed at some future time for play- 
ground purposes.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, July 25 Judging from 
the number of Investigations being 
conducted by governmental depart- 
ments or In contemplation, the Seven- 
ty-first Congress will he more flooded 
with legislative matters than ever be- 
fore In the history of the country. The 
Federal Trade Commission, one of the 
most active bureaus in the Capitol City 
today, has employed a corps of spe- 1 
cialists on utility affairs to compile 
information from records In offices of 
large power utility holding and service 
companies, to he introduced as evi- 
dence in the Commission’s inquiry In- 
to the industry. Legislative agents, 
representing every conceivable Inter- 
est, nro working full blast these humid 
summer dnys preparing arguments 
and measures to he presented to Con- 
gress on the opening day. 

Secretary of State Kellogg and his 
corps of assistants have been extreme- 
ly busy making arrangements for the 
multi-lateral treaty for the outlawry 
of war, which probnbly will be signed 
in Paris the last week in August. There 
is much speculation here as to the 
fate of Secretary Kellogg’s peace 
treaty. Many feel confident that it is 
the solution for the prevention of fu- 
ture wars, while others see In it only 
a disguised form of an entangling al- 
liance, and believe that the Senate 
will refuse to ratify it. 

The Republican and Democratic 
headquarters here are conspicuous 
these days for their apparent lassitude. 
However, immediately afjer the ac- 
ceptance speeches of Mr. Hoover and 
Governor Smith both bureaus will be- 
come the distributors of volumes of 
literature and thousands of appealing 
speeches. These speeches will also 
he the signal for the opening of money- 
bags. 

Plans are now under way to have 
all the government buildings concen- 
trated in an area known as the Mall- 
Avenue triangle, which comprises the 
center of the downtown district. This | 
will be a decided convenience not only 
to government officials, but also an ad- 
vantage to those from various parts 
of the country coming to Washington 
on official business. The National 
Capitol Park and Planning Commis- 
sion of Washington is now devising 
ways and means for the parking of 
automobiles near these buildings. The 
solution seems to be to construct a 
tunnel under the broad plaza, which 
is to be the central feature of the new 
construction. The only obstacle in the 
way of the project is its cost. The 
proposed underground parking area 
could not be constructed for less than 
several million dollars and Congress 
may balk at the cost. 

The Welch hill, providing for in- 
creased salaries for Federal employ- 
ees. passed during the last session of 
Congress was believed to establish 
content among the many who thought 
they were underpaid. However, the 
conflict still rages between various 
Federal agencies, not only as to the 
administration of the Welch salary In- 
crease act. but also as to its cost to 
the Federal Treasury. There seems 
to he complete agreement on the fact 
that all of the salary raises in the 
higher grades are satisfactory, hut 
many of the lower pnid workers be- 
lieve they are receiving far less than 
what the Senate and House civil serv- 
ice committees intended they should 
receive when the law was drafted.

To Take 29 Feet 
Of Land to Widen 
Dangerous Corner 


When it was announced last year 
that the old Eliot Block at the corner 
of Centre and Elmwood streets at 
Newton Corner was to he torn down 
agitation started to hove this danger- 
ous corner altered and widened. For 
many years the corner of Elmwood 
and Centre streets has been a hazard 
to traffic and with the razing of the 
Eliot Block, citizens believed the time 
most opportune to widen t lie corner. 
As a result of the agitation for this 
improvement on March 22nd. Aider- 
man Fitts of Ward 7 asked City Clerk 
Grant to call the attention of the Pub- 
lic Works Committee to this matter. 
The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen at the 
meeting on April 2nd and referred to 
the Public Works Committee. As a 
result it was proposed that the south- 
erly corner of Elmwood and Centre 
streets be altered by taking 157 square 
feet of land which would allow for a 
rounding of the dangerous curve to 
a depth of 7 feet at the widest point 
of taking. 

But. because of certain develop- 
ments in the plans for the new build- 
ing which will he erected on the site 
of the Eliot Block, it is now proposed 
that instead of taking 157 square feet 
to remove the blind corner, only 2!) 
square feet will he lopped off. This 
dimunitive “widening” will be but 30 
inches at its widest point and will 
leave the corner just about as blind 
in the future as it was in the past. 
Furthermore, t lie property line at the 
site of the old Eliot Block and at the 
Lancaster Block, between it and the 
Newton Library, extends several feet 
out onto the present sidewalk. It is 
quite probable that when new build- 
ings are erected on these two sites, 
they will he built out to the street 
line and thus the view from the blind 
corner will be even more restricted. 

With the experience gained from 
the failure of t lie city to take the 
south corner of Washington and Cen- 
tre streets at Nonantum square, when 
Washington street was widened over 
30 years ago. it would seem that there 
should not be a repetition of this 
shortsightedness in the case of the 
corner at Centre and Elmwood streets. 
There are three large public garages 
on Elmwood and Brook streets, cars 
from which must pass by the corner in 
question because Brook street is a 
one-way street. There are several 
large automotive shops on Elmwood 
and Brook streets which add to the 
traffic around this corner. Most of the 
traffic from the railroad station to 
Hunnewell Hill passes around this cor- 
ner. The City of Newton has spent 
considerable money widening corners 
where the need was much less than 
at Centre and Elmwood streets. The 
original plan, to take 157 square feet 
for the altering should be adhered to. 
A hearing on this matter will be held 
at the meeting of the Aldermen on 
August 13. 


ABOUT TOWN

School Boards in many cities have 
adopted the rule that local girls shnll 
be given the preference when appoint 
ments are made to tin* teaching force 
of their home city. The growth of 
tills practice is making it increasing- 
ly difficult for teachers to obtain po- 
sitions in other than their home towns. 
The argument offered against this 
practice is -that it prevents a com 
munity from procuring the best qual- 
ified teachers. But. assuming that a 
young woman lias displayed ability 
as a student in the Newton sehools. 
in Normal School and as n teacher in 
other places, it would appear that she 
should receive favorable consideration 
when she applies for a position in the 
Newton schools. Newton spends huge 
sums yearly on its public schools. The 
Newton schools are supposed to rank 
amongst the highest in the Common- 
wealth. It would seem, therefore, 
that graduates of our sehools ought to 
possess at least equal ability witli 
graduates of schools in other places.

WE CALL FOR BAGGAGE CHECKS 


According to the papers the W. C. 
T. I*, at Manchester. N. H.. protested 
against the sale of root beer at a so- 
cial function because some yeast had 
been put in the beer and the tem- 
perance organization contended that 
the yeast caused a certain amount of 
fermentation in the root beer. If 
yeast produces alcohol, what about 
those total abstainers and strong pro- 
hibition advocates who eat yeast cakes 
regularly? 


Many criticisms are being heard re- 
garding the new traffic signal at the 
intersection of Washington and Wal- 
nut streets, Newtonville. Tills signal 
was ordered last February but it was 
not placed in operation until last 
week. It was manufactured by the 
General Electric Company and in- 
stalled by the Edison Company. “Traf- 
fic light experts” of these two big 
organizations advised as to where this 
signal should be placed, and how. 
The signal works automatically during 
most of the day and night, but during 
the rush period it is supposed to be 
operated manually by a traffic officer. 
The “control box” where the officer 
stands to operate the signal is located, 
not at a poiut where the officer has 
a view of traffic appronching on both 
Washington and Walnut street, but 
on the north sidewalk of Washington 
street where the M. & B. bus stop was 
formerly situated and where the po- 
liceman operating the signal is un- 
able to see traffic approaching along 
Walnut street from the north. By 
looking through the windows of Cola- 
rullo s fruit store, assuming that noth- 
ing will be placed in the windows 
to obstruct his view, the traffic officer 
might see 30 or 40 feet down Walnut 
street, but to properly regulate traffic, 
a policeman should be able to see 
down a street more than 30 feet. The 
proper place for the control box is 
at tlie end of the middle span of the 
B. &. A. bridge. 

Because, it was contended that auto- 
ists approaching along Walnut street 
from the south would be unable to 
see the signal in the middle of the 
street, an auxiliary signal was placed 
on the sidewalk at the control box 
position and no lights were placed on 
that side of the main signal facing 
the bridge. Many autoists coming 
north along Walnut street are con 
fused because of the absence of lights 
on the south side of the main signal. 
They no not notice the auxiliary sig 
nal. 

With all due respect to the judg- 
ment of the “experts” who devised 
the layout of the traffic signal at New 
tonville, it would seem that better re- 
sults might have been obtained if the 
advice of local men, conversant with 
local conditions, had been procured. 


Tlie “Give ’em away boys” have 
been operating again on Washington 
street opposite the brick wall near 
Walnut Park. These philanthrophists 
stand out in the street and hold out 
alluringly to passing autoists a pack- 
age. Tlie autoists, not because they 
are keen to get something for noth 
ing, but because they do not wish to 
appear discourteous to the generous 
gentlemen in white, stop their cars 
and are given tlie "free” package of 
soap powder. But, as they are about 
to thank tlie donor, they are informed 
that in conjunction with the “free” 
sample, one is supposed to purchase 
several bars of soap and more powder. 
Many of tlie autoists thus seduced into 
stopping, fall for the scheme rather 
than seem niggardly. If other enter- 
prising concerns adopt this method 
of vending their wares, our streets 
will eventually lie cluttered with ped 
dlers interfering with traffic. The use 
of the highways for such a purpose 
should not be allowed. 

A young lady who read our com- 
ment on the newest vogue, young la- 
dies travelling about without stock- 
ings covering their lower limbs, sug- 
gested that we say something about 
those young men who wear socks with- 
out garters and whose slovenly ap- 
pearance offends persons of refinement 
who happen t" nil opposite them in 
public places or conveyances. She 
suggests that such young men wear 
cuffed socks — or no socks at all. 
Things look rather had for tlie fu- 
ture of tlie hosiery business. Let us 
hope the soap business improves. 

Persons so afflicted with inferiority 
complex us to be asiiumed of their 
ancestry, when their ancestors were 
honest, industrious people, are more 
to he pitied than scorned. In the Old 
World Countries the practice of try- 
ing to camouflage one’s racial deriva- 
tion is indulged in but rarely because 
in most Old World countries the popu- 
lations are much more homogeneous 
than in the United States. It has be- 
come quite common during late yours 
in this country for persons of foreign 
birth or foreign parentage, to assume 
names either legally, or otherwise, 
which will lead those who do not know 
them (or see them) to suppose these 
"climbers” are of old colonial stock, 
Anglo-Saxons, Nordics, or something 
other than what they are. It appar- 
ently does not occur to those who at- 
tempt to deceive others us to their 
ancestry, that even though they as- 
sume a name savoring of English

AVOID ACCIDENTS TO CHILDREN 

Chances of acccideuts to children 
are increased over one-hundred per 
cent during the summer months, ac- 
cording to James S. Kemper of Chi- 
cago. This is due to the school vaca- 
tion which doubles the play time out 
of doors for hundreds of thousands of } 
children and also to the touring sea- 
son which greatly increases the num- 
ber of motor vehicles on the high- 
ways. 

“Twenty per cent of the serious in- 
juries to children from automobiles 
were cases of children running out 
from behind parked cars, according 
to a survey just completed by our Au- 
tomobile Safety Committee,’’ states 
Mr. Kemper. “Thirty-three per cent 
happened to children walking, running 
or playing in the street. Twenty- j 
three percent occurred to children 
crossing the street, this proportion 
probably including practically all of 
the cases wherein the child was legiti- 
mately on the road, crossing properly 
at an intersection. 

“Nearly ten per cent were accidents 
to children hitching on vehicles or 
begging a ride. Seven per cent were 
to children on bicycles and roller i 
skates. Three and one-lmlf per cent 
were coasting accidents. About the 
same percentage were private drive- 
way accidents, these usually happen- 
ing to very small children and includ- 
ing cases where a parent was at the 
wheel. 

“Accidents to children are always 
heart rending. Twelve per cent of 
those under consideration were fatal. 

“The greater activity and adventure- 
some spirit of boys is reflected in the 
fact that seventy percent of the sen*! 
oils and fatal accidents were to boys, 
thirty per cent to girls. 

“Be ready for children to do the un- 
expected,” is one road rule. “Watch 
out for children at play, slow down, 
sound warning signal," is another. 

To these words to motorists Mr. 
Kemper adds a plea to parents to keep 
their children off the streets. And 
when they must cross, let it be in 
obedience to that often said but too 
little observed parting word. “Look 
both ways before you cross the 
street!” 

Young men should remember that 
tlie big question isn’t how to get a 
wife hut how to support her after 
getting her.
